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First Do No Harm 

Our Constitution allows elected officials to follow principled 
beliefs while limiting the power of demagoguery

The goals for this column overall have always been very 
modest, especially given my very low expectations. The way 
people read it varies, but some of those who resent it the 
most seem to think that I’m trying to articulate an absolute 
truth - or to challenge a truth of which they are certain 
and in which they strongly believe. The former is just not 
accurate, but the latter has some validity. The marketplace of 
ideas does not find them all equal, but often the concern is 
not the specifics of a position but the absolute certainty with 
which it is held. 

Frankly, at best, I have always hoped that what this column 
might do is make a case that most political, ideological, and 
policy conflicts are not conflicts between good and evil but 
that most people have come to their beliefs earnestly and with 
conviction. Consequently, most people, including ex-President 
George W Bush and ex-Vice President Dick Cheney, act in 
what they believe are the best interests of the country. This 
doesn’t make them right, but it also doesn’t make them wrong. 
It just argues - without equating the validity of all beliefs - 
against the idea that they are willingly and maliciously doing 
evil: Rather than being an evil warlord, Cheney is just very 
elitist and distrusting of the public. 

Another thing the column can do is float ideas and offer 
questions. There is something arbitrary to this process. Still, 
whether people find them right or wrong, reasonable or unrea- 
sonable, well-thought-out or absolutely poorly conceived, they 
are genuinely offered with no inclination toward evil or out of 
a desire to do harm. 

Obviously, as Americans and as humans, we face any 
number of deeply complicated issues for which the solu- 
tions are almost never clear-cut. The most basic are the 
rights of the individual in the context of his or her role in 
society. In many ways, broaching that subject leads to argu- 
ments in which the positions are so predictable they could 
earn names like chess strategies. 

As dismissive as some might be in argument, or as one- 
dimensional as their positions might seem solely because of 
the way they express them, in most cases there is a quite legiti- 
mate and wide range of ways that major social problems can 
be approached. The best solution is most often through work- 
ing together, even when basic ideologies are different and in 
conflict. Often a solution arrived at by debate and compromise 


leads to the most effective way to move forward on an issue, 
even if everyone involved feels from somewhat to extremely 
dissatisfied with the decision. It’s not just that the structure 
that the Constitution lays out for our government is designed 
to facilitate even a questionable compromise more than a one- 
sided, dogmatic solution. Equally important is the idea found 
in that document’s and the country’s basic conceit: that all 
people are created equal and democratically empowered to 
participate in their/our own governing. Unfortunately, regard- 
less of personal ideology, many on all sides find compromise 
nauseating and inadequate. 

Frequently, politicians who are the most championed for 
their courage and convictions are those who most dishonestly 
pander to the electorate. Those considered sellouts or com- 
promised, consequently, are often the bravest, because they 
are advocating principled but unpopular positions. Now, just 
because a politician panders doesn’t mean he or she is wrong, 
and just because one evidences the courage of his or her 
convictions doesn’t make them right. Still, when lis- 
tening to the public discourse on politics, one feels 
lost in a world where the meanings of words are 
transposed or are entirely made up. 

The last Immigration Reform Bill, the prod- 
uct of intense compromise, was pretty much 
unworkable because it tried to appease so 
many different groups. Those who view illegal 
immigration as a major threat hailed the courage 
of some conservative politicians who declared that 
they would never support a bill that included any kind of 
amnesty for illegal immigrants already living here. This convo- 
luted and hopeless bill couldn’t even be conceived as offering 
much in the way of easily accessible amnesty, but even the hint 
of it made it impossible for some to support the bill. The real- 
ity, as this column has frequently argued, is that this country 
can’t dislodge 10 million to 15 million people. It is not only 
that it can’t be done without doing severe harm to the nation’s 
economy; it is that it really can’t be done at all. Rounding up 
and deporting millions and millions of people would be a 
nearly impossible mission to accomplish. Even a sustained, 
widespread effort would not only be doomed to failure but 
also would almost undoubtedly profoundly and irreparably 
scar this country.

Those who insist it is possible are letting their passions and 
beliefs trump any kind of realistic vision, flailing politicians 
who endorse their views is not saluting heroes, but rather dem- 
agogues who are quite happy to leave the problem unsolved 
because their positions are so unreasonable. The handful who 
have pushed for genuine and possibly long-lasting solutions to 
this situation, including Sen. John McCain and ex-President 
George W Bush, have been accused of corruption and deceit. 
This opposite-world view of American politics just makes it 
harder for certain issues to be addressed. 

You will hear pundits of every political stripe declaring that 
the overwhelming majority of the public would like to see 
legislation on one issue or another, then go on to blaming our 
elected officials for acting in an unconstitutional manner by 
ignoring the will of the people. In most cases, they are wrong 
across the board. 

Let’s start with the notion that there is a silent majority in 
this country, who may not speak out or even vote, but 
whose thus-unarticulated beliefs are nevertheless 
absolutely obvious to many. The casual arrogance 
with which many - not just pundits, politicians, 
and civic leaders but citizens as well - are cer- 
tain that their beliefs are shared by most of the 
population can be astonishing. The idea of the 

r Constitution is to empower all citizens, but if 
they choose not to engage in the process, it des- 
ignates no one to speak for them. If they are silent, 
their silence should not be taken as evidencing assent 
or dissent, but just and only silence. 

The Constitution was directly structured with safeguards 
to guarantee that, whereas the country’s elected leadership 
should understand and always consider the will of the people, 
it should not be in thrall to their whims or temporary pas- 
sions. The core idea is that people elected to office should 
be free to do what they think is best for the country without 
routinely taking the public’s temperature on every issue. 
Specifically, this country is a constitutional republic rather 
than a straight-out democracy, which means the rule of the 
majority is leavened by the rights and the beliefs of minori- 
ties. In this context, rather than race, this has more to do with 
those who hold political and/or social beliefs that are differ-

ent from the dominating majority - although 
protecting the rights of racial and/or religious 
minorities certainly fits as well. 

Keep in mind that when the Constitution 
was written, travel and communication on 
land depended on horses and the wind 
when on water. When the Constitution was 
ratified in 1788, steamships were just begin- 
ning to be built, and intrastate stagecoach 
routes began to open only a few years earlier. 
Steamship travel would evolve over the next 
three decades. It wasn’t until the early 1830s 
that trains began to carry passengers. Only 
late in the same decade did the telegraph 
emerge. In many cases, the northern- and 
southernmost states would not get news from 
Washington until weeks later. 

Whereas congressional House members are 
elected for terms of two years, making them 
more immediately responsible to the public, 
the president’s term is four years; senators’ 
terms are six years. The Constitution clearly 
was structured on the belief that those long 
terms would insulate elected officials from the 
vagaries of public whim. This structure was 
created to allow elected officials to follow their 
own principled beliefs about what was in the 
best interest of the country, while at the same 
time limiting the power of demagoguery. 

In this age of instant communication 
and convenient, fast, and efficient forms of 
transportation, news is obviously conveyed 
instantaneously.

est journalism not only want their fantasies 
but to eat them as well. Ironically, these vast 
changes in access and communication have 
worked against compromise and in favor of 
the rigidly dogmatic, regardless of the specific 
beliefs involved. 

An aside: The Second Amendment to the 
Constitution reads, “A well regulated Militia, 
being necessary to the security of a free State, 
the right of the people to keep and bear Arms, 
shall not be infringed.” If one is to argue for a 
strict and literal reading of the Constitution, 
then this amendment does not give the 
people the absolute right to weapons, because 
basically militias no longer exist. 

There is an online clip of Alex Jones berat- 
ing me for my extreme pro -gun-control posi- 
tion because the Chronicle printed a story 
with those sympathies. This simply evidences 
the great Jones’ intolerance of any point of 
view other than his own. I strongly support 
gun rights - although, as with any social guar- 
antee, there has to be an allowance for reason- 
able restrictions (I dare not venture into spe- 
cifics here, as I’m such a novice on this topic 
that I don’t even fully understand the scope 
of the debate). The Chronicle encourages and 
presents a wide range of opinions that do not 
necessarily represent the views of anyone but 
the writer. 

The Second Amendment as written offers 
no absolute guarantee of the right to bear 
arms. My reading of this amendment is 
broader. In general, a significant part of 
the genius of the Constitution is that it 
expresses certain very strong principles but 
also describes a legislative process designed 
to allow this country and its laws to adapt 
and change to match an ever-evolving 
world. Arguing for an absolutely conserva- 
tive, original-intention, literal reading of the 
Constitution is to argue against the Second 
Amendment granting the right of all citizens 
to bear arms. The amendment allows this 
right for the purpose of supporting militias 
that were once military units in service to 
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the state. With official militias gone, so is the 
right to bear arms. Arguing that the founders 
intended this differently, as I do, is to argue 
for this document as a living and evolving 
work. Arguing, as many of our all-conspiracy, 
all- the- time friends do, that this amendment 
allows for citizens to bear arms in case they 
are needed to resist a tyrannical government 
is a fanciful reading. It is not an illegitimate 
interpretation, but it represents a personal 
sense of what is being said. Even under the 
most reasonable of circumstances, acting as 
though this is an absolute and specific right 
invites discussion. 

The only point to be made here is that 
many read the Constitution as though it were 
refracted through their personal ideologies 
and are firm in their convictions that their 
beliefs absolutely match those of its authors 
and this country’s founders, so they perfectly 
understand what was intended. In general, 
this is an example of many of the communi- 
ties of lip-service constitutional loyalists who 
constantly cite the document but really don’t 
care much about it. What they do support is 
their own Dungeons & Dragons -rules, reimag- 
ined-by-the-players Constitution, tailored to 
fit their own beliefs. 

If the Constitution is not bigger than any 
one of us, while sensitive toward all, then 
almost by definition it is a too-limited docu- 
ment. If most people are dissatisfied with the 
government most of the time, it could mean 
the government is lousy. But it could also 
mean the Constitution is functioning exactly 
as was envisioned. 

Which brings us back to the beginning of 
this column. As modest as its ambitions may 
be, I think they are rarely fulfilled. As much as 
I have faith in dialogue, I think we too often 
end up in mazes where knife fights are much 
more common than shared information. I am 
not removing myself from the negative part 
of that equation; too often I feel as though 
emotion bullied reason in my decisions about 
what to write. ■

GREAT TALK BY BOGOTA’S FORMER MAYOR 

Dear Editor, 

Enrique Penalosa gave a talk Downtown last Wednesday, and it 
was amazing. Penalosa is the former mayor of Bogota, Colombia, 
who transformed the city in one three-year term. 

He began by saying that happiness is the goal of life, and so cit- 
ies should be designed to maximize happiness. As for what makes 
people happy, Penalosa mentioned three things: walking around and 
seeing people, being in touch with nature and the outdoors, and not 
being excluded. 

Great public space makes people happy. The pedestrian space 
is our public space. Sidewalks, said Penalosa, are more like parks 
than like streets. Sidewalks are where people can meet and talk. 
You can tell how advanced a city is, he said, by comparing sidewalk 
width and street width. Highways do not indicate an advanced city 
- developing countries are full of cities with big highways where 
most people lack running water. 


Then Penalosa made a very interesting point: How much 
space we allocate to pedestrians and how much to cars are not 
technical questions to be solved by traffic engineers doing stud- 
ies. They are questions about values, about what sort of city we 
want to live in. When someone says that there is room for on- 
street parking but not for 10-foot sidewalks, that’s a statement 
about values. 

Elected officials were invited free of charge, but none showed 
up. Chris Riley was there. In general, it was bicyclists who attend- 
ed. However, the talk was not about bicycles but rather about how 
to design cities for happiness. 

Penalosa is probably the most interesting city planner in 
the world. It’s too bad that only bicyclists seem to have heard 
of him. 

I wish Penalosa were running for mayor of Austin.

Welcome to Hard Times 

Austin Interfaith’s economic summit, from the top and bottom

“We can’t allow the politics of despair to corrode 
our spirits.” 

Those were among the closing inspirational words 
of Ernesto Cortes Jr., founder and director of the 
Southwest Industrial Areas Foundation, parent orga- 
nization of Austin Interfaith. Cortes was in town 
Saturday morning for AI’s Central Texas Eco 
nomic Summit, co-sponsored by Catholic 
Charities and held at the new Catholic 
Diocese of Austin Pastoral Center. The 
formal purpose of the meeting (in the 
language of the AI press release) was 
“to discuss and commit to a joint set of 
priorities to address workforce and edu- 
cation needs for a changing economy” In 
actual practice, the event functioned emo- 
tionally as a circling of the wagons against the 
gathering economic storm. And while the prevailing 
AI ethos was sturdily defiant and forward-looking, 
nobody who rose to speak could ignore the elephant 
in the room: Hard times have come to Austin. 

About 120 people attended, including such a 
swarm of local officials that it was difficult to tell the 
leaders from the “leaders” (as AI calls all its mem- 
bers) without a program. Bishop Gregory Aymond 
delivered the invocation, and at least three City

Council members (Laura Morrison, Randi Shade, 
and Mayor Will Wynn) showed and spoke briefly; 
state Rep. Mark Strama weighed in on the economic 
offshoots of renewable energy; there were suits from 
various foundations, United Way, Austin Community 
College, somebody from U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett’s 
office, even a banker or two, and the numer- 
ous churches and schools that form the 
core of the organization - indeed, if every 
one of the three dozen or so promised 
big shots had turned up, they couldn’t 
have all fit in the room. 

A panel of designated local experts 
briefly addressed the state of the region- 
al economy and their projects to improve 
it. Greater Austin Chamber of Commerce 
President Mike Rollins spoke primarily about 
Opportunity Austin, the chamber’s ongoing effort at 
job creation, emphasizing that the program is aimed 
at creating employment opportunities “all along the 
ladder,” from high school on up. Susan Dawson, 
executive director of the E3 Alliance (“Education 
Equals Economics”), focused on connecting local 
educational institutions with the actual work force 
needs in the community, and she noted that in

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CITY LAYS OUT BELT-TIGHTENING PLAN Facing a $20 million 
General Fund shortfall, the city’s financial department unveiled 
$20 million in proposed cuts at a special-called City Council 
meeting Feb. 11. A $15.6 million loss in anticipated sales-tax 
returns - traditionally overly relied upon in city budgets - plus 
slowdowns of $3 million in development revenue and $1.5 
million in interest revenue created the deficit. To close the dif- 
ference, budget officers proposed $11.5 million in departmen- 
tal cuts and $8.6 million in cuts to corporate costs (city staff 
positions, salaries, and resources). Reductions were proposed 
in all departments except for fire and the municipal court. 
Police led with $3.7 million proposed in savings, including a 
$1 million reduction in overtime costs; the city support ser- 
vice fund, which funds the city bureaucracy, was slated for 
$2.1 million in cuts, and the city IT department for $1.9 mil- 
lion. Other proposals include cutting 9.5 hours a week at each 
branch library, eliminating the city’s south day-labor site, 
and delaying market-based salary adjustments for employees, 
realizing $2.3 million in savings. A public meeting on the pro- 
posals is scheduled for Feb. 19 at City Hall, with Marc Ott pre- 
senting his final recommendations to council Feb. 26

> THE SEARCH FOR A SUPERINTENDENT It’s been almost exactly 
a year since Austin Independent School District Superintendent 
Pat Forgione announced his retirement, effective June 30, 

2008. So how’s the search for a replacement going? After the 
AISD board of trustees held a special executive session on Feb. 
7, board Chair Mark Williams arrived at the regular Feb. 9 meeting 
with an announcement: There would be no announcement. He 
said the board is looking for an experienced candidate, but 
because even the rumor that a superintendent might be leaving 
an independent school district can send shock waves through 
the staff and the community, they want to make their short list 
as short as possible and ensure it contains only serious and 
well-vetted applicants. “I do expect we’ll be able to announce 
our finalist - singular or plural - by the end of this month,” 
Williams said. - Richard Whittaker 

> PARKS BOARD CALLS FOR REVIEW OF TRAMS At a special 

called meeting Feb. 10, the Parks and Recreation Board consid- 
ered the increasingly controversial issue of residential trams 
along the shore of Lake Austin. Recently, members of the newly 
formed Lake Austin Collective have been trying to bring great- 
er attention to tram construction along the lake, citing concerns 
about erosion, environmental destruction, and the safety of the 
trams themselves (see “Lake Austin Shoreline Shortcuts Raise 
Alarm,” Jan. 30). While it’s estimated that there are between 30 
and 40 existing trams, even a definite number is currently 
unavailable. Board members heard from Hal Engelhardt, whose 
company Austin Dock & Tram has built several of the lifts, as 
well as Bruce Aupperle, an engineer on several projects. Both 
had been told by city officials that they did not need a permit for 
tram construction, although Engelhardt said he had at one time 
conducted a $20,000 site plan at the behest of the city and was 
later told it wasn’t needed. Attorney Marceline Lasater, a lake 
resident and volunteer on the Lower Colorado River Authority’s 
regional council, said she believes trams are legally required to 
be permitted and that existing trams could be torn down. In the 
end, the board unanimously endorsed a resolution to call on the 
City Council and other relevant city commissions to clarify a con- 
fusing situation. - Jacob Cottingham

CHOOSE YOUR NARRATIVE 

Are we flying iDoldly forward or going back to the future?

It’s dispiriting to attend two major campaign kickoffs and 
realize, this early out, that you’ve already heard the candi- 
dates’ standard stump speech. 

But while the Hustle sees it as dispiriting, the campaigns 
call it something else: “setting the narrative.” And although 
it’s far out enough from the May 9 general that only City Hall 
watchers and wonks are following developments with anything 
more than a vague awareness (see “Municipal Death Match!” 
p.26), the themes and messages on which the race for mayor 
will be won or lost are calcifying before our eyes. 

Care to take a closer look? 

The first kickoff last Saturday was Lee Leffingwell’s, at his 
Downtown campaign headwaters. Just north of the constantly 
clogged intersection of Sixth and Lamar, and an instant pedestri- 
an adventure in traffic-dodging, the location imparts a sense of 
the rigors of modern urban life. Vitality - reflected in the inces- 
sant Twitter updates from TheLeeTeam, among other avenues - 
is a trope the campaign is earnestly flogging, perhaps out of an 
instinctive fear that Leffingwell, the elder statesman in the race, 
appears stodgy or out of touch. That certainly wasn’t an audible 
consideration for Saturday’s crowd - although a slightly older, 
more politically attuned group than would gather at Brewster 
McCracken’s bash later that day, the crowd at the soiree con- 
tained a wide cross section of Austinites. Leffingwell’s speech 
largely reiterated his official campaign announcement in January. 

Alluding to the safe, nearly miraculous Hudson River landing of a 
US Airways airplane several weeks ago, former pilot Leffingwell 
said similarly experienced steadiness is needed locally, a famil- 
iar iteration of the campaign’s theme of paternal steadfastness. 

Then Leffingwell launched into his familiar attack on his 
opponents: “I’m not running for mayor to use that office as a 
stepping stone for some other office” - a dig at McCracken, 
as well as recalling Kirk Watson’s jettisoning the office in 
2002 to run for attorney general. “I’m not in this race to sat- 
isfy my ego” - aiming both at McCracken and Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn. “The bottom line is, I’m not in it for myself,” but, 
as his campaign placards proclaim, “I’m in it for you.” 

The Ruby’s barbecue was soon gone and the keg diminished 
by the small but dedicated set of imbibers. It was a short trip 
up MoPac to the McCracken event, nestled in the Village 
Shopping Center, where the neighboring Alamo Drafthouse 
Cinema underscored the candidate’s campaign commitment to 
promoting Austin’s entertainment industries. The headquarters 
- “at the geographic center of Austin,” declared McC, meaning, 
we think, “demographic” - also sits across the road from the 
future home of the Northcross Wal-Mart, subliminally engender- 
ing the residual Responsible Growth for Northcross anger 
directed at Leffingwell during the last election. 



The turnout for McCracken’s event was 
somewhat smaller than LL’s, and the 
attendees included few faces long familiar 
from local campaigns. Fittingly, the somewhat 
younger crowd partly symbolized the McCracken campaign pri- 
orities; among others, I met a between-jobs game designer, 
drawn there by McCracken’s zeal for the digital-entertainment 
industry (and likely to do a little networking). McCracken’s 
speech was curiously short on the spiraling 21st century rhet- 
oric with which he launched his campaign; instead, it was a 
rattling of the differences, real or imagined, between him and 
his fellow contenders: “I don’t want it to be at the end of the 
day [that we emerge] from the challenges in the current 
moment, and we say, ‘We survived it, and we’re only a little 
worse off than we were before.’ We should expect more than 
that.” In other words, why land in the Hudson if you can touch 
down somewhere better? 

In retrospect, the star of the day wasn’t the candidate but 
Temo Figueroa, formerly the Obama campaign’s national field 
director. Figueroa’s taken his show on the road (he’s also staff- 
ing a San Antonio campaign) for politicians itching to work 
some presidential mojo. For a good 20 minutes, he laid out 
the McCracken campaign as clearly as he comfortably could, 
aiming for a 52% majority on election day and scrapping the 
need for a run-off (an optimistic, if unrealistic, assessment 
shared by Leffingwell). He predicted a 60,000-voter or 13% 
turnout, numbers that are now being sniffed and sifted by the 
Austin blogosphere. He then implored the crowd to help in any 
fashion possible - volunteering to block walk, host McCracken 
house parties, even call in to local talk radio and comment on 
political blogs with pro-McCracken sentiments. (The escalating 
Obama-off between the candidates is rich stuff: Figueroa’s 
unveiling came after the Leffingwell team hired Obama’s Texas 
director, J.D. Gins, and enlisted several other Texas Dems; not 
to be outdone, Figueroa reminded the crowd McCracken was 
the only candidate to back Obama from the beginning.) 

After the speeches and platitudes, a few things became 
clear: McCracken is doing his best to paint Leffingwell as the 
candidate of yesterday and himself as the candidate of tomor- 
row, while Leffingwell’s content that his promise of steadiness 
- and conversely, McCracken’s unsteadiness - will make a win- 
ning message in May. And if there’s much doubt that Austin’s 
existing political constituencies have lined up behind Leffingwell, 
then his kickoff should have dispelled these notions. With his 
high tech talking points, McCracken is hoping to create a new 
coalition. Can he get it together in time? ■

recent years, because of technological 
advances, “the level of skills we need has got- 
ten drastically higher.” Fulbright & Jaworski 
attorney and economic rainmaker Pike Pow- 
ers designated his own “E3” - “energy, envi- 
ronment, and economy” - in suggesting that 
Austin’s way out of the current crisis, and 
more specifically the local downturn in the 
semiconductor industry, lies in the new 
green economy, a “greenbelt coalition” of 
renewable energy. He argued that Central 
Texas has always done better than most U.S. 
regions in hard times and declared: “I’m not 
here to be the prophet of gloom and doom. 
... If anybody can do this, we can.” 

Home Truths 

It all sounded plausible and inspirational 
enough, although the obligatory impulse to 
invoke optimism tended inevitably to sug- 
gest its opposite: If the middle class is always 
rising, why are we all treading water as fast as 
we can? 

That uneasiness surfaced much more 
directly in the brief, informal “house meet- 
ings” held at 10 tables around the room. 
Participants were asked to 
share their own, familial sit- 
uations. Their stories were 
various in detail and level of 
seriousness but had a com- 
mon thread: Everyone is 
feeling the economic crisis 
in some form. There are lost 
jobs, growing expenses, and 
a growing inability to find the sort of supple- 
mental income that tides families over in 
hard times. Unexpected medical expenses 
threaten one family; another finds its taco- 
truck business undercut by the cutbacks 
putting their customers, construction work- 
ers, out of work; a charitable nonprofit is 
abruptly short on donors; an experienced 
high tech engineer is watching his six-month 
severance disappear and wondering if it isn’t 
about time to consider another economic 
system. “I’m wondering if it’s a mistake,” he 
says, “to try to plug myself back into a sys- 
tem that is so fundamentally dysfunctional.” 
We ought to be thinking, he says, of ways to 


localize investment and finance, of less reli- 
ance on the whims of global corporations, 
and of locally grounded ways of building a 
sustainable economy. 

The personal anecdotes served both to 
amplify and undercut the grand economic 
plans described as the meeting began. While 
local officials are understandably focused on 
the mid- to long-term, trying to establish proj- 
ects and jobs sufficient for the next decade, 
most ordinary, working-class folks are stuck 
in the day-to-day: How are our families going 
to make it through this year and next? 

Power and Liberation 

If there were lessons in the distance from 
the experts to the cheap seats, at least one is 
that weird and wired Austin is hardly immune 
to the international economic meltdown. We 
may not be Elkhart or Fort Myers, but as 
Education Austin’s Louis Malfaro emphasized 
after the discussions: “Don’t kid yourself. The 
crisis is in Austin. It’s here.” And in that 
increasingly desperate short term, we’re wait- 
ing on the federal government and the state 
of Texas to do what they can to fill the widen- 
ing, perhaps two-year gap 
between recession and 
recovery. “The last thing 
that we need,” said Malfaro, 
referring both to the various 
officials in the room as well 
as to the current legislative 
session, “is for government 
to cut services.” 

Addressing the morning’s mood, Cortes reit- 
erated that “private pain must be translated to 
public action” and that whatever the personal 
experience and expert knowledge in the room, 
“insight never liberated anybody; we must have 
active imagination in order to find solutions.” It 
was in this context that he counseled the whole 
group against the temptation of despair, the 
willful hopelessness that corrodes the spirit. 

All in all, it was a somber but educational 
morning, carrying along with it what Cortes 
calls the “iron rule” of community organiz- 
ing, brought forcefully home: “Never do for 
anybody what they can do for themselves.” 

Consider it our charge. ■

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TFN Looks at the Lege Demagogues 


With 31 senators and 150 representatives at the 
Legislature, it really can be hard to tell the players without a 
program. Fortunately, if you’re concerned about the influence 
of the religious right on Lone Star politics, the Texas 
Freedom Network has just provided one. (The TFN is a non- 
partisan nonprofit that monitors and tries to counter the reli- 
gious right.) “The 81st Legislature: Change at the Capitol?” 
provides Lege-watchers with 45 pages of info on the promi- 
nent Bible-thumping lawmakers during this spring’s ses- 
sion; past legislation on the issues of vouchers, sex educa- 
tion, stem cell research, and textbook adoptions; an examina- 
tion of the 2008 Texas Republican Party platform; quotes 
from religious-right figures that will have you slapping your 
forehead at best and taking the Lord’s name in vain at worst; 
and a review of major Texas religious-right organizations. 

Although there’s no shortage of Christian conservatives in 
the Capitol, this year’s report focuses on nine of the most 
infamous and influential: Gov. Rick Perry; Reps. Warren 
Chisum, Allen Fletcher, Charlie Howard, David Swinford, 
and Randy Weber; and Sens. Craig Estes, Dan Patrick, 
and Tommy Williams. 

Perry gave TFN more fodder for its report in December just 
before the session started, when he declared his support for leg- 
islation allowing Texans to have specialty license plates 
reading “Choose Life.” “It has sometimes been hard 
to tell whether Gov. Perry sees himself as the

state’s chief executive, its chief Christian evangelist, or both,” 
reads the report. Williams and Patrick followed, with headlines of 
their own on the second day of the session, albeit not on a reli- 
gious issue - they spearheaded a successful charge to suspend 
the Senate’s venerable “two-thirds rule” specifically on bills pro- 
moting voter-identification laws (aka voter suppression and, more 
specifically, Democrat suppression). There’s little doubt they’ll 
soon start dragging the cross around the Senate floor. 

Among many other moments of infamy during his first (2007) 
session, Patrick, a radio talk show host from Houston, left the 
floor when a Muslim imam led the Senate in prayer. This ses- 
sion, TFN points out, Patrick has filed measures requiring a 
woman seeking an abortion to view an ultrasound of the 
fetus and listen to a doctor describe its development, removing 
the statutory cap on the permitted number of charter schools, 
and “gutting” public school standards on class sizes, energy 
efficiency, and training for school emergencies. Williams has pro- 
posed a private school voucher program for students with dis- 
abilities - which TFN sees as a wedge to opening larger voucher 
programs - and while the bill forbids discrimination based on 
“race, color, or national origin,” it does not do so for religion. 

Other highlights include slams on Howard for a 2007 law 
requiring public schools to turn official functions into “limited 
public forums” allowing for prayer and even evangelizing, 
providing sectarian headaches for school officials. 
“Perhaps Howard doesn’t particularly care about 



problems he creates for public schools since he has home- 
schooled his own children,” says the report. 

TFN has been heavily involved in the recent evolution fight 
before the State Board of Education and thus strays a bit 
outside the Legislature to comment on that, as well. Among 
the more eye-rolling items are quotes from SBOE Chair Don 
McLeroy - “Is understanding of evolution ‘vital’ to the under- 
standing of biology? No.” - and SBOE member David 
Bradley: “I’m sorry. This critical thinking stuff is gobbledy- 
gook.” And how can we forget Austin’s representative on the 
SBOE, Cynthia Dunbar: “I believe it will be a planned effort 
by those with whom [President Barack] Obama truly sympa- 
thizes to take down the America that is a threat to tyranny.”

Lege goes solar 

An ambitious line of solar-related bills is aimed at giving 
Texas an advantage in generating energy from the sun and 
manufacturing solar components for use worldwide. Green 
groups Environment Texas, Public Citizen, and Vote 
Solar held events with legislators across the state Feb. 2, 
at which they released their report, “Wildcatting the Sun.” 

The report says bills such as House Bill 278 by Rep. 
Rafael Anchia, D-Dallas, and Senate Bill 427 by Sen. 
Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, could lead to solar installations 
on up to 500,000 rooftops in Texas by 2020 and create 
22,000 jobs, at a cost of about 98 cents per month per 
Texan. Other sunny bills include SB 545 by Troy Fraser, 
R-Horseshoe Bay, which would create solar installation 
rebates for homeowners and businesses; Kirk Watson’s 
SB 541, which would promote Texas manufacturing of solar 
panels and renewable energy equipment; and SB 598 by 
Leticia Van de Putte, D-San Antonio, which would put 
solar energy in public schools. Van de Putte also filed SB 
599, mandating energy efficiency and solar incentives, and 
SB 600, creating a sales-tax exemption for solar equipment.

On the desk of Texas 
House Speaker Joe Straus, 
there’s a small silver mint julep 
cup filled with pens; under the desk’s 
glass top, the words “I Love You 
Daddy” are picked out in blue and yel- 
low. Along with some antique clay jars 
and a saddle loaned by a friend, 
those reflect the few home comforts 
that Straus has brought into the his- 
toric speaker’s apartment. 

In a break with previous practice and 
in an effort to improve media relations, 
Straus held an open house breakfast 
with the Capitol press corps on Feb. 6, 
giving reporters free access to the 
rooms where he lives and works. No 
one on the House staff or among the 
media could remember a similar gather- 
ing in a decade. Former Speaker Tom 


Craddick’s notoriously selective rela- 
tionship with the press extended to lim- 
ited access to the apartment - and lay 
in part behind recent criticism about 
high spending on renovations for the 
1,804-square-foot second-floor suite in

the Capitol’s west end. On its website, 
the State Preservation Board still 
files the speaker’s apartments under 
“Hidden Spaces,” but Straus said he 
plans to create a more open-door policy 
- both metaphorically and physically. 

He added, “It’s important that this phys- 


ical space is open to not just the media 
but the members and the public.” 

As the handful of suits hanging in the 
closet testified, Straus really does live 
here, at least part time. He originally 
planned to spend as little time as pos- 
sible in the apartment, instead commut- 
ing back to his family in San Antonio. 
But with daily meetings with House 
members and the massive administra- 
tive task of filling committees, he’s 
overnighting there more than he expect- 
ed. “I didn’t really want to stay here the 
first night by myself,” he admitted. “You 
can barely see the ceiling when you’re 
in bed, and it’s a historic space. I’ve 
kind of got used to it now because 
most nights I’m so tired when I get to 
bed I really don’t know where I am.”

Gambling Debate Returns to Capitol 


If Texas’ horse tracks could also have casino slot 
machines - a concept known as “racinos” - the state could 
reap billions in economic activity and tax revenue, according 
to a study commissioned by racetrack owners. Texas has casi- 
nos coming to three Indian reservations and has had legal 
betting at race tracks since the days of former Gov. Ann 
Richards - but the two gambling opportunities must remain 
separate under Texas law. Change that, says track-owners 
group Texans for Economic Prosperity, and a sizable 
chunk of the $2.8 billion that Texans currently spend gam- 
bling out of state would stay here. Throw in associated 
expenditures - hotels, dining, shopping, plus the expendi- 
tures those businesses would make to meet demand - and 
the total economic impact could be $6.8 billion, says the 
study, conducted by Austin economist John Hockenyos. That 


could mean 53,000 permanent jobs, Hockenyos says, and 
another $981 million in state tax revenue (a figure he says 
factors in lost sales taxes and lost lottery proceeds due to 
gambling expenditures). 

Of course, gambling can always expect opposition in the 
Texas Legislature: Just last week, a pastor giving the invoca- 
tion at a House session began, “We witness the weaknesses 
of individuals seeking wealth through gambling ...” - which 
might be seen as an indirect slap at new House Speaker Joe 
Straus, whose family has gambling interests. Asked if his 
study factored in increased costs for programs to help gam- 
bling addicts, Hockenyos said, “No, that would be outside my 
field of expertise.” But, he argued, Texans who leave the state 
to gamble “are bringing those problems home anyway.”

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Craddick’s Computer Files wiped Clean 


Government employees deleting comput- 
er files always get passions inflamed. But 
an argument about who is responsible for 
state legislators’ computers has reopened 
old wounds about the partisan history of 
Texas Legislative Council Executive 
Director Milton Rister. 

The furor began when the Associated 
Press reported that staff for the council, 
which provides legal, administrative, and 
computer services for state legislators, had 
wiped out hard drives provided by Rep. Tom 
Craddick after he left the speaker’s office. 
Under the Texas Freedom of Information 
Act, all agencies and legislators must main- 
tain records covered by the FOIA and file 
them with the Texas State Library and 
Archives Commission. The argument here 
comes down to who is the responsible 
agency for those files: the legislator or the 
commission. TLC spokesperson Araminta 
Everton called the deletions “our standard 
operating procedure” and said: “When the 
computers are returned to us, we reformat 
them for use by other legislators or their 
staff. ... It’s the members’ decision to eval- 
uate what they keep.” After that, Archive 
Commission Communications Officer Derick 
Hackett explained, “The House has a dedi- 
cated records management officer responsi- 
ble for maintaining those records and sub- 
mitting them to us.” 


Media coverage became so intense that 
on Feb. 5, the council issued a press 
release, citing a 2004 open records ruling 
by Attorney General Greg Abbott that it is 
not responsible for maintaining legislators’ 
e-mails. “We find the logic to be the same, 
whether you’re talking about e-mails or any 
other files,” said Everton. 

But the debate has put the spotlight on 
the question of file handling and more 
directly on Rister, including calls from mem- 
bers for his resignation. The post of execu- 
tive director has traditionally been a nonpar- 
tisan administrative position, but prior to his 
2006 appointment, Rister was executive 
director of the Republican Party of Texas. 
When he was nominated for the director- 
ship, prominent legislators from both par- 
ties, including Rep. Senfronia Thompson, 
D-Houston, and Sen. Jeff Wentworth, 
R-San Antonio, opposed his selection. 

Speaker Joe Straus has steered clear of 
direct criticism of Rister but said he was 
studying the issue before conflict can arise 
again. “Not having many records yet, it’s a 
good time to be dealing with that,” he said. 
But Rep. Marc Veasey, D-Fort Worth, has 
introduced House Bill 1088, which would 
require the executive director to be an attor- 
ney licensed with the State Bar of Texas - a 
qualification Rister does not hold.

With a myriad of existing and often com- 
peting plans addressing affordable housing, 
transportation, sprawl, neighborhood zon- 
ing, conservation, recycling ... and more ... 
ping-ponging weekly through City Hall, have 
you ever wondered how the city keeps 
things straight? Short answer: It hasn’t. 

Until now, that is. 

At this week’s meeting (Thursday, Feb. 
12), City Council will hear presentations 
from three finalist consultant groups, the 
winner to be tasked with developing a com- 
prehensive plan for the city of Austin. As 
a blueprint for the city’s future, a compre- 
hensive plan is supposed to coalesce and 
coordinate city policies as they relate to 
growth and development and to be revised 
every five years. However, the city has been 
without a current plan since 1979, when 
the Austin Tomorrow Comprehensive 
Plan was adopted. It’s been amended sev- 
eral times since, but this effort will be the 
first ground-up re-engineering since the 
beginning. The three finalists named are 
the ACP Visioning+Planning Team, led by 
the New York- and Ohio-headquartered firm 
best known for planning redevelopment of 
NYC’s World Trade Center site and lower 
Manhattan; HNTB, with offices nationwide, 
including Austin, which has facilitated city 
plans in the Chicago area, Washington, D.C., 
and elsewhere; and the WRT team, led by 
Wallace Roberts & Todd LLC, which planned 
The Woodlands suburb of Houston, consult- 
ing also in Georgetown, Galveston, and 
Irving. The presentations are scheduled for 
2pm, with displays and representatives 
available through the afternoon. Citizens 
are encouraged to comment through 
Tuesday, Feb. 17, with the next council 
meeting, Thursday, Feb. 26, being the earli- 
est council could make its selection. 

SUPPED DISCS 

After becoming comic fodder for the Wall 
Street Journal, the Statesman, and the 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn campaign, council 


is ready to formalize how the city inquires 
about federal funding, most specifically that 
pending in the Obama administration’s 
stimulus plan. A proposal for an $886,000, 
36 hole Frisbee disc golf course (in a 
lengthy list of long-pending city projects) 
was snarkily recounted in a Wall Street 
Journal story highlighting unusual projects 
cities pitched as “shovel ready” for poten- 
tial federal stimulus dollars, prompting 
haughty echoing sneers from the daily. 
(Never mind that had the item simply been 
referred to as a new “park” project, no one 
would have noticed. Plus, is the Statesman 
editorial board dense enough to think that 
much in spending and construction 
wouldn’t create a few jobs? Wait, don’t 
answer that.) This meeting, Item 24 from 
Council Members Lee Leffingwell and 
Mike Martinez calls for creating a process 
to formalize funding submittals. “Should 
new federal dollars become available for 
City of Austin projects,” the resolution 
reads, “it is necessary and prudent that a 
process for Council review be established 
in advance of that availability.” 

FREE ASSOCIATION 

Also up: a $10 million down payment on 
an estimated $250 million Austin Energy 
solar-energy farm (Item 16), the nation’s 
largest as planned. (Chatter has it a 
council decision may be delayed, however.) 
Additionally, there’s a 2pm briefing on the 
controversial boardwalk trail over Lady 
Bird Lake, and along the same shoreline, 
implementation of “certain aspects” of the 
city’s Waterfront Overlay Task Force (Item 
25). Council also formally appoints an act- 
ing city auditor (Item 27), while in zoning, 
the controversial case for the Wildf lower 
Commons planned unit development 
returns after a delay last meeting (Item 63). 
The Save Our Springs Alliance has sent 
out an action alert calling for citizens to 
e-mail the council in protest and attend the 
meeting in opposition. - Wells Dunbar 


Just Too Busy to vote 

As the federal stimulus bill passed the U.S. Senate, Texas’ senators were slammed for skipping 
the debate. Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison missed several amendment votes on Feb. 6 because she 
was attending the Richardson Chamber of Commerce annual banquet in Dallas, while John Cornyn 
was in New York for a fundraiser during the Feb. 9 cloture vote. Both turned up on Feb. 10 to vote 
against final passage, but Hutchison has taken the brunt of the criticism for the earlier absences. 
Gov. Rick Perry mused about why she thought she could run for his job in 2010 when she wasn’t 
doing her own job now, while Texas Democratic Party Chair Boyd Richie called her “no better than 
Gov. Perry, who is playing the same kind of politics by threatening to reject funds to help Texans 
out of this recession” - Richard Whittaker 

Time to Evaluate E-vote 

Travis Co. Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir last week proposed to Travis Co. Commissioners Court the 
creation of a study group to evaluate the county’s voting system and determine how well it is serv- 
ing citizens and whether it needs to be upgraded or replaced. DeBeauvoir proposed that she 
appoint members to a 25-member group, but as In Fact Daily reported, 2nd Precinct Commissioner 
Sarah Eckhardt instead suggested also that citizens interested in serving contact their precinct 
commissioner. Such a group, if formed, would no doubt see some push and pull between 
DeBeauvoir, who oversaw the implementation of the Hart InterCivic eSIate electronic voting sys- 
tem earlier this decade, and anti-electronic voting activists such as VoteRescue, who distrust the 
system because it doesn’t leave a paper trail and want to return to paper ballots.

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Cybersecurity: Making the Code Unbreakable 


While this newspaper has certainly been criti- 
cal of Republican U.S. Rep. Michael McCaul of 
Austin during his four years in office, well give 
him credit for one thing: He knows the Internet 
is not “a series of tubes,” as now-disgraced 
Alaska Sen. Ted Stevens famously put it. 

Appropriate to Austin’s status as a high 
tech center, McCaul is co-chair and a co- 
founder of the Congressional High Tech 
Caucus and the ranking member on the 
Homeland Security Subcommittee on 
Emerging Threats, Cybersecurity, and Science 
and Technology. From that vantage point, he 
has become concerned that America’s securi- 
ty is gravely at risk - and from a threat that 
“duck and cover” won’t suffice. 

“If on any given day, foreign nationals pulled 
moving vans up to the loading docks of govern- 
ment agency buildings, filled them with com- 
puters and drove away with sensitive informa- 
tion, Americans would be outraged,” McCaul 
and Democrat Jim Langevin of Rhode Island 
wrote in a December editorial. (A request for 
an interview with McCaul went unanswered. 
During the 2008 campaign, we were told 
McCaul’s staff advised him against talking to 
the Chronicle.) “The fact is it is happening, but 
with no trucks and no finger prints. The United 
States is under attack in cyberspace. Today’s 
hackers are no longer thrill-seeking teenagers; 
they are organized crime syndicates and 
national militaries that commit espionage.” 


In an attempt to sound an alarm, McCaul 
and Langevin, working with the Center for 
Strategic & International Studies think tank, co- 
chaired a commission of 38 cybersecurity 
experts that last year produced “Securing 
Cyberspace for the 44th Presidency,” a 78-page 
report of recommendations for the post-Bush 
administration. McCaul now waits to see if new 
President Barack Obama - who during the cam- 
paign pledged to make cybersecurity a top pri- 
ority - will act on its recommendations. 

The report compares today’s struggle to that 
between Enigma and Ultra in World War II - the 
former a German military encryption machine, 
the latter Great Britain’s code-cracking pro- 
gram. The cybersecurity war is, the report says, 
“like Ultra and Enigma, a battle fought mainly 
in the shadows. It is a battle we are losing.” 
Among the report’s major recommendations: 

• Create a comprehensive national security 
strategy for cyberspace, coordinated through 
a new National Office for Cyberspace. 

• Increase regulation of cyberspace security 
requirements and better authentication of 
digital identities. 

• Update laws pertaining to cyberspace. 

• Use government acquisitions to push pri- 
vate-sector security improvements. 

• Build on previous federal cybersecurity 
efforts, rather than starting over from scratch. 

The report has another Austin connection: 
Julie Fergerson, vice president of Emerging 


Technologies with the Debix 
corporation, an identity protec- 
tion firm, provided expert testi- 
mony to the commission. 

Fergerson characterizes the 
report as a good starting point 
but far from what is ultimately 
needed to make America 
secure from virtual attacks. 

“I’m continuing to have an 
enormous concern that these 
reports [including previous reports under the 
Bush administration] are too narrowly focused,” 
Fergerson says. “Any system that fundamental- 
ly makes the world work - electric companies, 
water districts, any of those things are con- 
nected to the Internet, which are connected to 
government systems. If any one of those 
things goes down - imagine no water for a 
couple of weeks because it’s been hacked and 
attacked. They touch lightly on that - in fact, I 
think there’s a statement in the report that 
says, ‘We recommend that things be protected 
beyond just “.gov,”’ which is what the previous 
[2003] report basically said, which is that 
everything government needs to be secured. 
But if I were looking at how to attack the U.S., 

I wouldn’t be looking at the government sys- 
tems; I’d be looking at the critical infrastruc- 
ture systems that make our country work - 
credit-card processing systems, banking net- 
works for debit transactions, water, electricity.” 


Ultimately, Fergerson says, the Internet 
can’t be completely secured - the only way to 
truly make a computer unhackable is to com- 
pletely disconnect it from the Internet. The 
real emphasis needs to come with things 
she says the report doesn’t address: “More 
contingency planning and backup systems 
need to be in place for these things when 
they are hacked and you assume they go 
down.” She also says the report’s sugges- 
tions of a new level of verifying identification 
online needs to be more fully fleshed out, 
because currently, traditional government IDs 
such as Social Security numbers are being 
used by the private sector in ways that were 
never intended. 

“I’m not in disagreement with any of their 
recommendations,” Fergerson says, “it’s just 
very narrowly focused, and if this is all we’re 
going to do for the next four years, we’re at 
big risk.” - Lee Nichols 



BFI WASTE 
FLOWS DOWNHILL 

It looked like the city of Austin would be powerless to 
stop the proposed expansion of the BFI landfill in 
Northeast Travis County. But council may have a new 
avenue of opposition - because of rainwater. 

Local opponents to the expansion thought they had 
been abandoned by council on Oct. 31, when the city’s 
legal department signed an agreement with BFI Waste 
Systems, ending the city’s previous opposition to a per- 
mit application currently before the Texas Commission 
on Environmental Quality. On Dec. 11, council voted 
to hire outside lawyers to examine whether the agree- 
ment could be torn up. (See “BFI Dustup,” Dec. 26, 
2008.) However, on Jan. 15 Mayor Will Wynn said the 
deal stays in place. He said, “While there were prob- 
lems ... with the process, we believe that no action is 
the best action.” 

But during the TCEQ hearing ending Jan. 30, evidence 
was introduced that suggests the city may still have 
some say in the process. In 2002, BFI received a per- 
mit for minor modifications to the landfill, allowing the 
company to alter its height and drainage system but 
without changing the permitted amount of runoff on 
the west side. However, in its current expansion applica- 
tion, BFI’s testimony is that the existing flow is three 
times what it told TCEQ it would be in 2002. Attorney 
Jim Blackburn, representing residents’ group the 
Northeast Neighborhood Coalition, said: “These 
numbers should have been the same and were not. ... 
Anything else is illegal.” 

Blackburn called flow “an issue that the commission 
takes seriously” and said it could affect the current 
application. In addition, council is now investigating 
whether the extra runoff means BFI must apply for a

new city development permit. To ensure compliance, 
Blackburn said, BFI’s plan requires “either redesign or 
major property acquisition, or the expansion would not 
go through.” Asked for a comment about the flow infor- 
mation, Will Flower, spokesman for BFI’s parent com- 
pany, Republic Services, said that Blackburn is 
“clutching at straws. We’ve done the calculations, and 
nothing has changed. The permit application is a viable 
application, the facility is environmentally sound, and 
this project should move forward.” 

For neighbor Evan Williams, the flow is not a legal, 
theoretical matter but a real concern. He keeps cattle 
on 23 acres just west of the landfill and has seen ero- 
sion and silting increase on his land since 2002. In 
2007, during the last major downpour, runoff from the 
landfill mound knocked over a new stretch of five-strand 
barbed-wire fencing. “I look at it like they’re taking my 
property,” he said. “The modification was bad enough, 
but now they want to increase it, and I just wonder when 
they’re going to finish kicking me.” - Richard Whittaker 


Ayres on Texas Children 

With Texas persistently receiving failing grades for education and 
health care, optimism about improvements in child-friendly policies is 
low. But while she was being praised for her lifelong commitment to 
kids’ causes, Austin’s Center for Child Protection founding board 
member Patricia Ayres told legislators and activists that reform 
remains possible. Ayres and her brother Robert were at the Four 
Seasons Hotel on Feb. 5 to receive the Texans Care for Children’s 
Founders Award. In Austin, the Ayres family is probably best known 
for placing 6,300 acres of land upstream from the Barton Creek 
Habitat Preserve under conservation easements - but statewide, 
they are leading advocates for children’s causes. 

In 1975 Patricia Ayres became the state’s first female commission 
chair when then-Gov. Dolph Briscoe (recipient of Texans Care for 
Children’s 2009 Phil Strickland Child Advocate Award) appointed her to 
head the Texas Youth Council - now the Texas Youth Commission. 
With TYC again under the legislative microscope for another session, 
Ayres remains optimistic about reforms to protect and rehabilitate 
young offenders. “It was a very rough time when I went to the board 
as well,” she said, “but we had committed members who were able 
to work with support from the state.” As for pending proposals to 
unify TYC and the Texas Juvenile Probation Commission, she 
said, “Better for them to be a part of juvenile probation than be con- 
nected to the adult system.” 

The award lunch was part of outreach by Texans Care for Children to 
get legislators to sign its Put Kids 1st pledge to place youth issues at 
the core of decisions. Calling children “voiceless, vulnerable, [and] vote- 
less,” Texans Care for Children Executive Director Eileen Garcia-Mat- 
thews hoped lawmakers would embrace a “cultural shift so they no lon- 
ger have the out of saying, ‘We’re balancing this issue against that, or 
we don’t have the funding for it, or this wasn’t something that people 
cared about in my district.”' 

While Ayres said “there’s no excuse” for Texas’ terrible track 
record on key issues such as child health insurance, “things can get 
better gradually. We used to be along the bottom at immunization. 
Now we’re near the top, so I’m hopeful.” - R.W.

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Cole’s Posthumous Exoneration Is First for Texas 


Weeping on the witness stand Feb. 5, Ruby Session said 
she remembers the last time she held her son. It was 1986, 
and she was sitting on a floor with her 26-year-old son, 
Timothy Cole, rocking him in her arms, as he wondered aloud 
how it could be that he had just been convicted of the rape of 
Michelle Mallin - a rape he did not commit. Indeed, DNA 
testing conducted last year proved that Lubbock Co. police got 
the wrong man. The real culprit, Jerry Wayne Johnson, is 
already in prison, serving life for two other rapes. The revela- 
tion came too late to free Cole, however, who died in prison in 
1999. But on Friday afternoon, Travis Co. District Judge 
Charlie Baird formally exonerated Cole - setting free, at least, 
his name and reputation. According to the Innocence Project 
of Texas, it is the first posthumous exoneration in Texas his- 
tory. “I find that Timothy Cole’s reputation was wrongly injured, 
that his reputation must be restored, and that 
his good name must be vindicated,” Baird 
said. “I find that Timothy Cole shall be and is 
hereby exonerated.” 

The unusual court session came after the 
Lubbock courts rejected, without explanation, 
the Innocence Project’s request for a court of 
inquiry into the case there, said Jeff Black- 
burn, the project’s chief counsel. The law 
says that courts must be open to all Texans 
and that such post-conviction proceedings 
can be filed in any court, so Blackburn brought 
the case to Austin. “In Texas, when a county 
won’t fix a problem, what do you do?” he 
asked in October, when the request for a 
hearing was first filed. “You go to the capital.” 

Cole was convicted of the 1985 rape, one 
of five similar rapes committed over a four- 
month period near the campus of Texas Tech 
University. Although Mallin gave detailed information regarding 
her attacker - importantly, that he was a chain smoker who’d 
used her car lighter without wearing gloves and had left a ciga- 
rette butt that she had not touched, that he was wearing a yel- 
low terry-cloth shirt, and had taken from her a small diamond 
ring her mother had given to her - the police instead quickly 
focused on Cole, a Texas Tech student living with his brother 
Reggie in a garage-style apartment. Kennard told the court 
last Thursday that police came to the apartment for the first 
time after Cole reported that he had been the victim of a rob- 
bery a few nights before. Inexplicably, the cops brought a

Polaroid camera and snapped shots of Cole that Kennard 
remembers them saying would be helpful as they searched for 
the robber. Before long, however, one of those photos was 
used in a poorly constructed photo lineup, from which Mallin 
identified Cole - the only color photo in the bunch and the only 
non-mug shot among six photos - as the person she thought 
had abducted her from a parking lot across the street from her 
dorm, held her at knifepoint, and raped her. 

Kennard and friends provided Cole a perfect alibi - he was 
home studying the night Mallin was raped - but in court, 
Kennard said, the prosecutor made him sound like a thug who 
would do anything to get his brother off. Prosecutors had even 
offered Cole probation if he’d just plead guilty, but Cole 
refused: He would not confess to something he did not do, 
said his mother. He told her later that he “would rather spend 
his life in prison as a convicted rapist than to 
live on the outside as a registered sex offender,” 
she said. “And I was proud of him.” In the end, 
Cole was given 25 years in prison, which for him 
would become a death sentence. He died in 
prison from complications with asthma exacer- 
bated by prison officials’ insistence that he work 
outside in the cotton fields. 

It is unlikely that Cole’s name would have 
been cleared had the real rapist, Jerry Wayne 
Johnson, not come forward. In fact, Johnson first 
wrote to Lubbock Co. officials in 1995, just after 
the statute of limitations had run out. His letter 
to Judge Jim Bob Darnell, who in 1986 was an 
assistant district attorney who prosecuted Cole, 
was ignored. It wasn’t until 2007, when Johnson 
again began writing letters, this time to Lubbock’s 
daily paper and to Blackburn at the Innocence 
Project, that an investigation into the case began, 
serious flaws” that Blackburn said they found

were those of the eyewitness identification procedures that 
led Mallin to finger the wrong man as a suspect. 

Blackburn was joined in Baird’s court last week by Barry 
Scheck, Cardozo School of Law-based Innocence Project co- 
director; they also led a round of lobbying at the Capitol on 
Feb. 6, calling for reforms to eyewitness ID procedures. (For 
more on this, see “APD Scores Low on Police Lineup 
Procedures,” Nov. 28, 2008.) 

Unheeding, Lubbock police also apparently ignored - or 
destroyed - other evidence that would have steered them

ALLEGED BIKE THIEF NABBED 


In September 2007, when the East Travis 
Heights home of Matt Gordon was burglar- 
ized - along with some electronics, several 
pairs of Oakley sunglasses, and three expen- 
sive mountain bikes - a very rare heart-rate- 
monitor wristwatch was swiped. A few 
months later during a bicycle training ride, 
Gordon spotted the watch on the wrist of his 
friend, 42-year-old James Clayton, a local 
bicycle racing scenester and purported train- 
er. Gordon knew his watch wasn’t for sale in 
the U.S. and that only 10 were made. So 
when he noticed a unique seat clamp identi- 
cal to the one from his stolen bike on the 
cycle Clayton was riding, Gordon knew some- 
thing was up. After months of research, he 
and fellow competitive cyclist (and Clayton 
friend) Val Hargrove, who had nearly 
$16,000 worth of bikes and equipment sto- 
len from his home, presented Austin Police 
with a bounty of evidence implicating Clayton, 
including online listings for parts from 



away from Cole. Cole was an asthmatic and the actual rapist a 
chain smoker, for example, and, notably, police secured a fin- 
gerprint from the cigarette lighter in Mallin’s car, but then 
destroyed it. Mallin, who joined with Cole’s family to ask that 
he be exonerated of her rape, testified in court Thursday. She 
said she was stunned when she first heard that Cole had 
asthma: “I told [the police] he smoked,” she said. “I never 
dreamed they’d come up with an asthmatic.” 

Ultimately, DNA proved definitively that Cole did not rape 
Mallin. Had Judge Darnell paid attention to the letter he 
received from Johnson in 1995, says Blackburn, it is likely 
that Cole would still be alive. Apparently that didn’t impress 
Lubbock officials: Mallin testified that when she got the news 
about the DNA match, in May 2008, a member of the D.A.’s 
office told her not to worry about the fact that Cole was 
dead. “I was feeling really guilty and crying on the phone,” 
she said. “He said: ‘Oh, Michelle, it’s OK. He had asthma; 
he was going to die anyway.’” 

Neither Lubbock police nor members of the county D.A. 
office participated in the proceedings in Baird’s court. District 
Attorney Matt Powell told the Lubbock Avalanche-Journal that’s 
because he doesn’t think the proceeding was legal, because 
there is nothing legally explicit about posthumous exonerations. 
He said he’d be willing to lobby for a law that would define such 
a procedure but wouldn’t come to Austin to participate. 

Whatever the feelings of Lubbock Co. officials, Baird on 
Friday exonerated Cole and expunged his record. Cole’s family 
is now looking forward. They told the Avalanche-Journal they 
hope Gov. Rick Perry will issue a formal pardon, and they 
plan to lobby for changes to eyewitness ID procedures. “I’m 
looking forward to the future,” Session told the daily. “I don’t 
know where this road will lead.” - Jordan Smith 


Hargrove’s stolen bikes that 
led back to Clayton. Last 
Tuesday, Austin Police arrest- 
ed Clayton on bike theft charg- 
es, and he was later found to 
be in possession of an esti- 
mated $60,000 worth of high- 
end road and mountain bikes 
and parts that police say link 
him to other burglaries. He’s 
now in the Travis Co. jail, charged with three 
counts of burglary and one of theft and faces 
three out-of-state felony theft warrants, with 
more local charges expected. 

Clayton has long been a fixture in the 
spandex-clad world of local bicycle racing. He 
was featured on KOOP Radio twice discuss- 
ing his harrowing tale of competing as a pro 
mountain-bike racer, suffering a massive 
heart attack which left him in a medically 
induced coma, recovering and returning to 
riding, and starting a coaching business in 


Austin. He apparently used that 
story (which many have called 
into question), his enthusiasm for 
riding, and his proficiency as a 
bike mechanic to befriend local 
racers and then burglarize them, 
according to police documents. 

He also has a criminal history 
dating back to 1991 in California 
and Arizona, where he’s still want- 
ed on three bike theft charges. 
When APD last week searched 
his garage apartment in the 5400 block of 
Woodrow Avenue and a rented storage locker 
on Burnet Road, they literally uncovered a 
bicycle chop shop, not to mention a back- 
pack containing bolt-cutters in his SUV. 

APD Detective Scott Askew said Clayton 
appeared to be working alone but that an 
unusually large number of cases are leading 
back to him. Despite a surge in reports of 
bike thefts among local cyclists in online 
forums, Askew says he hasn’t seen a marked 
rise in thefts overall. “It’s always been bad,” 


he said. But according to APD data, 1,575 
bikes were reported stolen in 2008, 178 more 
than last year and 427 more than 2006. About 
3% of those bikes were recovered, and an 
average of 17 people a year were charged or 
arrested in conjunction with bike thefts. 
Kryptonite, makers of industry-leading bike 
locks, releases an annual list of the worst 
U.S. cities for bike theft and last year ranked 
Austin No. 10. “I highly encourage folks to 
record their bike’s serial number,” Askew said. 
“It gives you the greatest chance of getting 
your stuff back.” APD Detective Clay Cobb 
said that pawn-shop computers are monitored 
for serial numbers of bikes reported stolen. 

He recommends photographing your bike and 
said engraving your driver’s license number in 
multiple places can help police nab thieves 
soon after the act, before theft reports are 
filed. If a suspicious person is spotted with a 
fancy bicycle and that person cannot produce 
a license that matches the engraved number, 
police may detain that person and eventually 
recover the bike. - Daniel Mottola

THE UPSIDE TO DOWNSIZING 

Let’s check today’s scores: Home Depot, 
7,000; GM, 2,000; Sprint, 8,000; Texas 
Instruments, 3,400; Caterpillar, 20,000; and 
Pfizer, 26,000. 

That’s just a few of the corporations that 
on a single day in the last week of January 
announced more than 71,000 job cuts. 
These came on top of 40,000 people who 
got the boot the week before that from such 
brand names as Williams-Sonoma, Microsoft, 
Clear Channel, Intel, and United Airlines. 

And the hemorrhaging has only begun, as 
our economy is expected to lose 600,000 
jobs a month this year. 

Fortunately, though, there are a few eco- 
nomic sectors that are doing extremely well. 
Companies that print pink slips, for exam- 
ple, have never seen better times. Also, 
economic prognosticators are in heavy 
demand, now grinding out a record level of 
inane statements about America’s job situa- 
tion, including this insight from one econo- 
mist: “The good news,” he proclaimed, “is 
it’s so bad right now that we will have a def- 
inite, noticeable recovery when it comes.” 
Uh-huh. Remember, he has a college degree 
and actually gets paid to say stuff like that. 

But if you’re looking for a career with a 
solid future, you might try the layoff industry. 
Yes, there is such a thing. “Career transi- 
tion” consultants are hot these days, as cor- 
porate America seeks help in dumping so 
many employees. These consulting firms 
give “termination training” to corporate man- 
agers, even providing scripts for gentle ways 
to tell employees, “You’re fired.” Indeed, 
firees never hear such cold language, rather 
they’re informed that their position has been 
“made redundant.” 

See, downsizing isn’t all bad. In fact, with 
a 75% increase in “career transition” work 
last year, downsizing could become 
America’s No. 1 growth industry. 


HOME DEPOT EXEC BLOWS A GASKET 

Time for another Gooberhead Award - 
presented periodically to those in the news 
who have their tongues running 100 mph 
but forgot to put their brains in gear. 

Today I have a hot goober for you - a cor- 
porate chieftain who’s hot under the collar 
about a piece of legislation that would allow 
workers in a company to form a union if a 
majority of them sign written cards declar- 
ing they want to unionize. 

This simple step toward a bit of work- 
place democracy is necessary, because the 
corporate powers have rigged our labor laws 
so company executives can intimidate, shut 
out, and even fire employees who attempt 
to join with co-workers in a union. Some 
60% of working people say they’d join a 
union tomorrow if they could, and the pro- 
posed Employee Free Choice Act would 
make that possible. 

That’s what fired up today’s Gooberhead, 
Bernie Marcus, the co-founder of Home 
Depot. He profits from low-wage, nonunion 
workers, and he doesn’t want any democrat- 
ic changes that would dilute his autocratic 
control over working folks. So, in a confer- 
ence call with several other corporate exec- 
utives, Marcus blew a gasket. 

“This is the demise of a civilization,” he 
screeched. Adding, “This is how a civiliza- 
tion disappears.” Whew, Bernie, get a grip. 
Allowing Home Depot workers to organize 
democratically and gain a say over their live- 
lihoods is actually quite civilized - an 
advance, not a demise. 

Of course, Marcus was talking about his 
own little exclusive civilization - corporate 
fiefdoms controlled by self-serving, petty 
autocrats like him. Indeed, he is so threat- 
ened by this reform legislation that he lashed 
out at CEOs of other retail chains, declaring 
that if they’re not putting up money to defeat 
the Free Choice Act, “they should be shot.” 

I think he meant it.

The main event in Austin politics is here once again: the 
2009 City Council elections. And compared to bouts past - 
in 2003 and 2006, when the featherweights challenging Will 
Wynn were punching above their weight class - this year’s 
fight for mayor is a real contest. And while two incumbent 


council members face token or no opposition, the seats freed 
by mayoral contenders Lee Leffingwell and Brewster 
McCracken mean new blood for the council - and a real 
throwdown for Place 1. Get ready: You’ve got a ringside seat 
to the political brawl of the year!

LEE LEFFINGWELL

Having served on the City Council for four 
years, Leffingwell is a known political quantity. 
After a professional career spent flying - as a 
Navy pilot and for Delta Airlines - Leffingwell 
entered city politics, joining the city 
Environmental Board in 1999. He became 
board chair before running for his current 
Place 1 City Council seat in 2005. He was re- 
elected just last May, so it’s up or out - this 
run for mayor effectively vacates his council 
seat, to be filled by his successor. 

Leffingwell readily jokes that he’s not the 
most charismatic political figure in town, that, 
as he said at his campaign announcement, 
he’s “not exactly regarded as Mr. Entertainment 
by most people.” But he’s tried to turn his lack 
of glitter to his advantage, spinning it as gravi- 
tas. He will have to assure voters his judg- 
ment, experience, and age will be a steadying, 
positive force for troubled times and not, as 
rival Brewster McCracken’s campaign put it, 
drearily “trying to hunker down and weather 
the storm for a few years.” 

Partly to that end, Leffingwell has issued 
several new policy proposals, posted on his 
website, www.austinleadership.com. They include 
the creation of AustinCorps, a new citywide 
volunteer and internship program for youth; 
calling for a rail/mass transportation bond 
election by 2010 “or sooner”; offering option- 


al carbon offset credits to eco-conscious Austin 
Energy customers; holding council meetings 
outside of City Hall; and more. 

There’s a handy cynical response to all 
these proposals: Why now? Leffingwell has 
undeniably been an effective council member. 
He’s overseen a fledgling but so far successful 
water-conservation program, worked to mod- 
ernize development agreements over the 
Edwards Aquifer (under heavy political pres- 
sure on all sides), and spearheaded the con- 
solidation of all city police forces under one 
roof. (On these policy projects, he’s often part- 
nered with Mike Martinez.) Yet it’s also true 
that on each of these projects, the edgier 
strains of Austin liberalism/environmentalism/ 
neighborhood association-dom have castigat- 
ed Leffingwell, accusing him of insufficient 
aggressiveness or overcompromising or both.

CITY COUNCIL

A man of strong and volatile passions, 
McCracken, the current council’s mayor pro 
tern, elicits strong emotions. Elected to Place 
5 in 2003 after an unsuccessful run the previ- 
ous year, then re-elected in 2006, he’s prohib- 
ited from running for the same seat this year 
under city term limits - not that his ambition 
would keep him there. 

That word - ambition, in all its positive 
and negative connotations - inevitably comes 
up in discussions of McCracken. No one 
could argue that he hasn’t been a proactive 
council member, undertaking ambitious ini- 


tiatives such as crafting commer- 
cial design standards and promot- 
ing vertical-mixed-use and transit- 
oriented development and similar 
New Urbanist principles. At the 
moment, McCracken’s similarly 
amped-up about green energy, 
trumpeting the nascent Pecan 
Street Project - a public/private 
endeavor to reinvent electric 
power systems - every chance he 
gets. He compares it to 
SEMATECH, a semiconductor 
research concern Austin fought to 
host in the 1980s which attracted 
tech companies and university 
researchers. McCracken hopes 
the Pecan Street Project - a collaboration 
between private companies, environmen- 
talists, Austin Energy, the University of 
Texas, and others - will similarly kick-start 
renewable energy development and jobs 
locally. He’s similarly enthused in attract- 
ing digital entertainment companies - film- 
makers, musicians, and programmers - 
and boosting those already here: He was a 
staunch proponent of the $5 million 
upgrades for Austin Studios in the 2006 
bond election. By promoting growth in 
such high tech areas, he seeks to drive a 
“21st century economy” of new jobs. He 
also invested in social equity initiatives, 
having successfully led the effort to repeal 
a ban on benefits for domestic partners of 
gay city employees. 

McCracken’s detractors, however, ask 
how deep his commitment runs to any one 
issue. Last summer, for example, he was 
strongly supportive of a November 2008 rail 
bond election. He’s been far less supportive 
since, downplaying the prospect of an early 
bond election, apparently as a wedge to dif- 
ferentiate himself from Leffingwell. 
McCracken has similarly reversed himself 
on toll roads in the past, coming out strong- 
ly against them following initial, tentative 
support. As a result, voters might wonder 
whether his campaign posture swerves too 
much from his policy track record.

Strayhorn is a wild card in this campaign - 
and judging from her storied political history, 
it’s a role she’s comfortable playing. She’s also 
the only candidate who has actually served as 
mayor, having been elected in 1977, then re- 
elected twice. In her political ascent, she then 
was elected railroad commissioner (1994) and 
state comptroller (1998, 2002), before her 
unsuccessful run for governor in 2006. (She 
finished third out of the top four contenders.) 

Rather than her various races, voters may 
remember Strayhorn for less flattering reasons 
- such as her politically expedient switch 
from Democrat to Republican to independent, 
likely creating a hard sell among Austin’s 
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most-voting liberal bloc. Additionally, her 
long political record hands her opponents 
ammunition - particularly Austin’s invest- 
ment in the South Texas Nuke Plant during 
her time as mayor, a costly and unpopular 
energy choice. Moreover, voters should be 
alarmed by the recent liberties Strayhorn 
has taken with city budget analysis in her 
campaign to depict city spending as out of 
control: She describes the ballooning city 
budget (from $1.84 billion to $2.77 billion 
over six years) as reflecting overspending, 
when the largest city department is Austin 
Energy, which actually generates revenue 
(lots of it) for the city. 

There’s no reason to think Strayhorn 
won’t enliven the election, propelling the 
two strongest candidates to a run-off: 
Stronger-than-expected early fundraising 
numbers signaled that she still has a broad 
fundraising base. The question is: Will she 
be one of the two strongest contenders? 


MIKE LEVY

While never holding public office, Texas 
Monthly founder and former publisher Levy 
has been on the political periphery for some 
time, inveighing on issues through his legen- 
darily long e-mail list and occasionally via 
direct mail to Austin voters. (His self-financed 
letter personally attacking Brewster 
McCracken’s 2003 primary opponent Margot 
Clarke remains an infamous example.) While 
he’s served on numerous volunteer health, 
hospital, and social service boards, his politi- 
cal presence has increased in recent years, 
primarily from his perch on the council’s 
Public Safety Task Force. 

There, he’s continued to bird-dog the 
issues he’s most passionate about - fire 
and EMS response times, adequate fire 
crews for a rapidly expanding Downtown, 
police staffing, and more. At this point, 
Levy is not formally declared for mayor 
and insists he hasn’t decided if he’ll run. “I 
am still studying the possibility of entering 
the race,” he says. “Right now I’m engag- 
ing citizens, asking them what issues mat- 
ter to them and what their own vision for 
Austin is. Being mayor of Austin is serious 
stuff, especially in these challenging times, 
and I’m taking it real serious before I make 
a final decision one way or the other.” 
Levy’s been twisting in the wind publicly as 
far back as October; voters might not 
appreciate the indecisiveness, should he 
decide to run. 


JOSIAH INGALLS

“People may wonder why, at such a young 
age, I will be running for such a position 
with no previous political experience, so I 
will just be upfront and brutally honest with 
you,” writes Ingalls on his YouTube profile 
(www.youtube.com/josiahingalls) that hosts the 
prolific vlogger’s video posts. “Most of the 
people in City Hall have so much money that 
they don’t have the problems of us regular 
citizens, and since they don’t have those 
problems, they can’t imagine what it will 
take to fix these problems, so instead, they 
spend all of their time trying to fix what is 
not broken.” He cites a “severely neglected” 
public-transportation system, increasing 
homelessness and mental illness, and schools 
“being flushed down the toilet.” Toll roads 
don’t please him either.

Morales isn’t a political unknown - he’s 
unknown, period. His website relays his 
purportedly fantastic personal history - 
including his wildly successful early child- 
hood business, record-breaking baseball 
career, and high grades at an unnamed col- 
lege, with glowing quotes from unsourced 
professors and coaches. It also lists his mod- 
est set of interests: “cancer research, nation- 
al government reform, a cutting edge plan 
to help America compete in the Global 
economy of today and of the future, nation- 
al financial reform, a national and global 
energy crisis solution, innovative school 
reform, Healthcare reform, and numerous 
environmental issues.” A Whois domain 
search of the unsettlingly professionally 
designed site (www.jasonmorales.com) lists 
Morales himself as a contact, with an 
address in Plantation, Fla. Despite the 
obliqueness of Morales’ candidacy, there’s 
already some backstage discussion of what 
spoiler effect a Hispanic name on the ballot 
could have in a close election.

Riley brings a long 
resume to the Place 1 race, addressing issues 
important to Austin voters. Among other achieve- 
ments, he’s served on the city’s Downtown 
Commission and Planning Commission, chair- 
ing both, founded the Downtown Austin 
Neighborhood Association, and co-founded 
Austin CarShare - a service he himself uses, as 
bike-boosting Riley has no car of his own. 

Riley hews to the forward-looking prescrip- 
tions favored by most progressive candidates, 
and his website has position papers on most 
issues. On the economy and environment, he 
sees growth in green energy and efficiency as 
intertwining to aid both; he favors the city build- 
ing its own materials-recovery facility to recycle 
locally, instead of out of town, as it has been 
doing. Environmentalism also pervades his trans- 
portation suggestions, as he favors expanding rail 
(signaling willingness for an early bond election), 
mass transportation, and bicycling. He also 
promises greater citizen involvement through 
revitalizing the city’s boards and commissions 
system and neighborhood planning process, as 
well as greater government transparency. 

PERLA CAVAZOS: 

Lege Legend 

Signature move: The 
Glass Ceiling Shatter 

Cavazos comes to the 
contest with a rich back- 
ground and connections 
in politics here and at the Texas Legislature. She 
worked for the Texas Association of Community 
Development Corporations before joining state 
Sen. Eddie Lucio’s office as a policy analyst. 
Later, she entered city politics by serving on the 
Planning Commission and acting as vice chair 
of the city’s Commission for Women. 

Cavazos, 33, seems not as deeply steeped in 
the intricacies of local issues as Riley. But she’s 
trying to outflank him by taking the lead on 
more direct, pocketbook matters. She proposes 


“immediate steps to make Austin more reces- 
sion-resistant” through broadening financial lit- 
eracy classes and programs such as microlending 
(small loans targeted to small businesses). She 
also proposes broadening affordability by cutting 
insurance costs, which she hopes to accomplish 
by creating alliances to pool expenses for small 
businesses, and wants to strengthen Austin’s 
economic future through infrastructure repair, 
promoting tourism, and calling for “a state-of- 
the-art medical school and research facility in 
Austin that will help lower health care costs and 
cement Austin’s role as an industry leader.” 

RICK COFER: TKO 

Democratic activist and vice-chair of the 
Solid Waste Advisory Commission, Rick Cofer 
was an early contender for Place 1 , but bowed 
out in late January. Noting his approval of 
Riley and Cavazos, Cofer said, “This is not the 
right time or right race for me.” 

PLACE 2 

MIKE MARTINEZ: The Closer 

Signature move: Four-Alarm Arm Twister 

Former firefighter Martinez is unopposed 
thus far in his re-election bid, and it’s easy to see 
why: He’s been one of the council’s most effec- 
tive members. Known as an effective legislating 
partner with Leffingwell, he’s teamed to strength- 
en the independence of the city auditor and 
called for tighter spending controls on city staff. 
He’s also been a strong voice on the Capital 
Metro board of directors, working tirelessly to 
resolve the agency’s most recent drivers and 
mechanics’ strike (with little help from his 
board colleagues). He also chairs the Public 
Safety Task Force, making recommendations on 
police, fire, and EMS policy. He’s been an advo- 
cate for the Live Music Task Force and its rec- 
ommendation for a city department; his chief 
aide, Robert Garza, served on the task force. 
Martinez may not have overseen any grand 
policy creations in his time on the dais, but his 
no-nonsense political style (and finely calibrated 
BS-detector) has been well-utilized in the coun- 
cil’s week-to-week actions. Should Leffingwell 
be elected mayor, their closeness would likely 
continue a policy alliance; if McCracken is 
elected, the two could often be at odds. 


PLACE 5 

BILL SPELMAN: 

The Professor 

Signature move: 

Left Hook 

Like Strayhorn, 

Spelman is running for an office he’s previously 
held - and there the similarities end. Unlike 
Strayhorn, liberal, progressive candidate 
Spelman turned away from elected office to 
focus on other intellectual and academic pur- 
suits. Elected in 1997, Spelman, then as now a 
professor at UT’s LBJ School of Public Affairs, 
decided not to run for re-election in order to 
focus on an ambitious police training project 
for which he suddenly received federal funding. 
Now, several years later, Spelman says he wants 
to serve his second term. Spelman iterates a 
laundry list of concerns for progressive Austinites 
- greater government transparency and strength- 
ening the local economy through aiding small 
business, for starters. While likely a reliable vote 
for neighborhood concerns, his willingness to 
address affordability through promoting garage 
apartments and “granny flats” at existing homes 
signals he could buck the Austin Neighborhoods 
Council density-anxious orthodoxy. Between 
Spelman’s vision and his experience, he had 
prog Austin agog as its dream mayoral candi- 
date earlier this year, before he decided instead 
to run for Place 5, citing the cost and divisive- 
ness of a mayoral race. 

SANDY BALDRIDGE: TKO 

Certified public accountant and Oak Hill 
advocate Baldridge was vocal about challeng- 
ing Spelman for Place 5, but withdrew from 
the race without ever having filed to run. 
Announcing her decision, Baldridge said she 
would advocate for some form of single-mem- 
ber districts, in order to bring “fair geographic 
representation to Austin City Hall.” 

PLACE 6 

SHERYL COLE: The Cruncher 

Signature move: Single-Member-District Slash 

Cole swept into Place 6 three years ago with 
a comfortable mandate behind a sizable centrist 
coalition, the first African-American woman on 


the council. She hasn’t made many waves; 
she’s best known for moving forward the 
Waller Creek Tunnel Project - which will pull 
dozens of developable blocks Downtown out of 
the 100-year flood plain and likely irrevocably 
alter the Red River club landscape - by pitching 
it as a bridge between East and West Austin 
(although the creek never crosses 1-35). She 
undertook that project with the guidance of 
retired Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dunkerley, who 
served as a mentor. With Dunkerley’s retire- 
ment, the council has tried to position attorney 
Cole in Dunkerley’s old role of financial oracle; 
she chairs the council’s Audit and Finance 
subcommittee. Her Place 6 seat, along with 
Mike Martinez’s Place 2, are informally 
“reserved” for African-American and Latino 
candidates in the archaic arrangement known 
as the “gentlemen’s agreement.” But Cole has 
been a staunch opponent of a switch to geo- 
graphic council representation, or single-mem- 
ber districts, as she fears it means diminution 
of the black vote, which could raise the eye- 
brows of the Department of Justice. 

SAM OSEMENE: 

Scorched Earth 

Signature move: 

Limited-Government 
Leg Lock 

“Osemene Sam,” 
as he’s taken to call- 
ing himself (it rhymes 
with “Yosemite”), is a Navy vet, Department of 
Family and Protective Services investigator, 
and Austin Community College professor, best 
remembered for his acrimonious run for City 
Council’s Place 4 seat last year. (Who could 
forget his curious admonition that a vote for 
Laura Morrison was a vote for Wal-Mart?) He’s 
back, running for Place 6, citing the same set 
of quasi-Libertarian principles (streamlined 
permitting, an aversion to toll roads, support- 
ing small business) that’s made him a hit on 
Libertarian hobbyist public access TV program 
The Trailer Park Show. Osemene’s also aiming 
at Cole: He’s wary that the Waller Creek 
Tunnel Project will spur unwanted develop- 
ment, saying on his website, “the goal of Ms. 
Cole is to sell this property to developers to 
build condos.” ■ 






PACS TO FLACK 


An increasingly common factor in Austin elections are the 
political action committees - PACs. While they’ve always had an 
informal political presence, in recent years they’ve become more 
important because of Austin’s strict limits on direct campaign 
financing; independent PACs have much more flexibility in 
accepting and spending contributions. Arriving in both general- 
and specific-purpose form, they can provide great outside help, 
focus attention on neglected issues, or tar an opposing candi- 
date without directly implicating their own candidate’s campaign. 

Here’s a list of the most prominent PACs working this elec- 
tion cycle: 

• Carole for Austin The most financially successful of the 
filed PACs, Carole for Austin is the arm under which mayoral 
candidate Carole Keeton Strayhorn has done all her fundrais- 
ing, having collected $41,162 by the first reporting deadline. It 
names the same campaign treasurer, former Council Member 
Louise Epstein, as Strayhorn’s individual candidate filing. 


• Draft Lee Leffingwell for Mayor Established by parks 
advocate Ted Siff, who also serves as treasurer, this PAC 
was created to increase Leffingwell’s visibility when he 
couldn’t yet officially declare his candidacy without initiating 
a special election. Now that Leffingwell’s formally in the 
race, expect the “draft” to recede. 

• Austin Police Association PAC, Austin Firefighters 
PAC, Austin-Travis County Emergency Medical Services 
Employee PAC Perennial players in municipal elections, the 
public-safety PACs don’t steer financial contributions to can- 
didates as much as they lend their prestige and ranks of 
voters, as well as do some independent advertising. The 
police and fire PACs have already endorsed Leffingwell, 
which the Brewster McCracken campaign countered by 
reminding voters of mounting public-safety costs. Due to his 
years of advocacy, Mike Levy could be considered a contend- 
er for the EMS union endorsement - if he enters the race. 


• ChangeAustin.org Hoping to harness the momentum 
they presumably built with the Stop Domain Subsidies cam- 
paign, ChangeAustin.org is the new PAC from SDS principals 
Brian Rodgers and Linda Curtis. While still kvetching about 
retail subsidies and the narrow loss of the SDS proposition 
- blaming faulty voting machines and the Chronicle for its 
defeat - this incarnation tackles more general boondoggles, 
questioning expensive city projects such as Water Treatment 
Plant No. 4 and Austin Energy’s investment in a $2.3 billion 
biomass plant. 

• Better Austin Today PAC This more or less lefty consor- 

tium arrived on the scene last election, with mixed results at 
the polls (one win with Laura Morrison, one loss with Jason 
Meeker). Its Jan. 15 finance report lists no contributions and 
no funds on hand, but PAC principal Debbie Russell says the 
group is planning fundraisers, a candidate forum, and 
endorsements. - W.D.

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That Fly and I 


BY MICHAEL VENTURA 

I fussed, I straightened the living room, 
but it can never be straightened, not really. 
It’s doomed to be untidy, what with its piles 
of books; three laptops on wood TV trays; 
two printers; and lord knows what on a door 
converted to a workbench; videos and CDs 
everywhere; piles of downloaded news stories 
- and my crowded bookcases, monuments 
to my rebellion against alphabetical order; 
and, atop them, my long cluttered altar (with 
20-some candles). And the walls, just as 
cluttered: paintings and drawings by 
friends, photos of people I know 
(and of dancers, my favorite 
L.A. street, silent-film stars, the 
Brooklyn Bridge, two nebulae), 
spotted with scattered thoughts 
scribbled on scraps and Scotch- 
taped anywhere handy, crawl- 
ing with yards of tendrils from 
my companion of 30 years, “The 
Plant That Ate the Bronx.” It seems I’ve 
projected my psyche onto my walls, myriad 
images chaotically juxtaposed. Since I live 
inside my psyche and inside my work, I like 
them to surround me visibly, the parapherna- 
lia of memory, dreams, and longings. Helps 
me work, and work is home. For an artist, 
work is the only real home - it’s the home you 
leave every other home to find. 

But I didn’t want to work. Rare for me. 
Didn’t want TV or music. Wasn’t depressed; I 
don’t get depressed these days. Rather, I was 
oddly elated but with an energy that wanted 
my mind to stay out of the way. So I did the 
dishes, accompanied by my pet fly. 

In the hot months, no flies got into this apart- 
ment, but these last few cool days there’s been 
this one fly. I’ll kill a roach or mosquito on sight. 
Flies, too, in the plural. But it seems mean-spir- 
ited, in the worst way, to kill a single fly. This fly, 
it disappears for hours then suddenly shows up 
on the rim of my cup (ugh) or dive-bombs me 
(playfully?) or flits around my computer screen. 
It’s gotten used to me, because it doesn’t dart off 
when my hand nears it - as though it knows it’s 
safe. It’s like a cat, but it’s a fly. 


Flies are odious to me. In my novels, they’re 
images of horror. More than one reader says 
they closed the book (or threw it across the 
room, no kidding) at one of my fly scenes. 
I find no poem more frightening than Miss 
Emily Dickinson’s peculiarly punctuated “I 
heard a Fly buzz - when I died . . . There inter- 
posed a Fly . . . Between the light - and me/ 
And then the Windows failed - and then/I 
could not see to see.” That the last thing one 
is conscious of, ever, might be a fly - that’s 
more horrible than Poe. 

But this fly - while I washed 
the dishes, it hung about last 
night’s beer glass, stepping here 
and there, doing what a fly 
does, and though my hands 
were quite near, it never darted 
off. Out of consideration, I saved 
that glass for last. Just before I 
was to wash it, without my making 
any gesture, the fly departed for a nearby 
roll of paper towels on the counter and, I 
swear, watched me wash its favorite glass. 
Then flew off - disappeared. 

I brewed a cup of white tea and read my 
devotionals. It came to me that I should type 
up some readings to be spoken at my funeral. 
I made a list to type up later. (Not morbidly. 
Matter- of-factly, if a bit weirdly.) Then, sud- 
denly, some concepts spoke themselves to 
me. I wrote them in a wonderful unlined 
pocket notebook, quality paper, velvety cover 
- a gift: 

I am not my thoughts. I am not my feelings. 
I am not my body. They each are segments of 
a larger entity that I am. I am not the various 
aspects and faces of my personality. They are each 
segments of a larger entity that I am. I am not my 
history. That, too, is part of a larger entity that I 
am. I am not even my deeds - my deeds are not 
nearly the whole of me, though my deeds are the 
visible trail I leave behind. But each deed is itself 
only an aspect of a larger entity that I am. 

I am not my apparent color. I am not my 
apparent gender, nor am I any gender that I may 
enact and assume. I am not my desires. I am not 


even my love. All these, all, are aspects of a larger 
entity that I am. 

I am not even that traveler from a distant place, 
my soul, though my soul includes me and I include 
my soul. My soul, that wayfarer, will one day travel 
on from me, taking a part of what I am with it, but 
it, too, is not all I am. I know what I am, but it is 
a knowledge for which there is no language, so I 
cannot say what I am. Only that I am. And that I 
am what I seem and not what I seem. 

I am happy to have a name, because that 
makes things easier, but no name is wholly one’s 
own (it becomes what people make of it). The 
larger entity that I am has not been, and cannot 
be, named. I am I, and I am not-I, but that in me 
which says “I” - that, too, is part of a larger entity 
that I am. And yet, amid all this, the larger entity 
that I am is specific, is here, is me, is the entity 


writing these words, employing an “I” that I am 
and am not. And so it is with everyone. These 
truths are always on the move. 

Then I prayed and meditated, as I do every 
night. Then, as I also do every night, I got 
drunk. I love drinking. Sometimes I sing. 

The next morning I noticed the absence of 
my fly. Hadn’t seen the insect since I’d done the 
dishes last night. Went to see Clint Eastwood’s 
Changeling. He’s a master director, terrific 
camerawork, the acting as good in bit roles as 
in major roles (which is the mark of a master). 
A wonderful re-creation of Los Angeles, circa 
1928. I wish I’d never seen the damn him. 
Eastwood is a gentleman, the soul of good 
taste; he shows nothing his story doesn’t 
require, nothing unnecessarily sensational. 
But child-murderers, murdered children, vivid

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mental-hospital scenes showing exactly the 
kind of joints my mother and brother were 
in, including those good, old-timey electric- 
shock treatments - I didn’t need all that, but 
I got it. Shook me. That night, my fly was 
back - and it was a comfort! 

I re-read those notes about what I am, 
“larger entity” and all. The words felt right to 
me, but it was like somebody else wrote them. 
And the fly had something to do with it - I 
mean, when you’re feeling friendly toward a 
fly, well, that’s not the universe I usually live 
in. I thought of the elements of that evening: 
the presence of the fly, my strange elation, 
unwillingness to write (so rare for me), and 
readings for my funeral (pretty ludicrous, in 
retrospect). And then, I am not my thoughts, I 
am not my feelings, etc. As poet Juan Ramon 
Jimenez might put it, nothing and everything 
had happened. I don’t know why. But I feel 
it wouldn’t have happened if I had hurt that 
fly or if I had felt differently about that fly. 
Without my doing anything, for some reason 
an emblem of my horror became a kind of 
small joy, and suddenly I was privy to con- 
cepts larger than my common awareness. 

One day, not long after, my pet fly was 
gone for good. 

A few weeks later, I spent some time in 
Austin and read to Janet what I’d written 
that night. She said: “When you say, ‘the 
entity that I am,’ that freezes it in time a 
little too much. It’s always evolving. I’m 
starting to love this one thought: It’s so 
slippery, that entity, it’s completely slippery, 
and, even remotely, we can’t hold on to it. 
Writing it confines it somehow. ” 

Well, that bothered me but sounded 
true. Spoke of it to Joe and Sharon the next 
day. Joe said: “Writing it down confines it, 
or reading it back? I think reading it back 
confines it. Writing it down is just throwin’ 
a rock in the river.” 

That’s what I do for a living, I guess. I 
throw rocks in the river. 

Feels to me that Janet and Joe are both 
right, and, paradoxically, those words that 
came to me are right, too, as far as they go. 
Now, once again, and as always, it becomes 
a matter of living it out. 

Whatever it all means, for a little while I 
had a pet fly. I really did. ■

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GARTH FAGAN DANCE 

Not dancers playing people, just people dancing 


Garth Fagan, 68, describes the principles 
driving his decades-old dance company: “My 
first impetus was to have people dancing, as 
opposed to dancers portraying people. It’s a 
subtle distinction, but it’s real.” His voice 
reveals a jovial hint of his Jamaican roots; he 
chuckles easily. I imagine him in the studio: 
grandfatherly but hip, moving and laughing 
with his dancers. “I wanted to go back to 
where dance was a part of your culture. You 
know: Just do the dancing, and forget the 
grandiose part of it.” He’s into collaborating 
with jazz musicians - the company once 
toured with Wynton Marsalis - and pairs 
dancing with music in a nonliteral way. 

Fagan cites the modern dance greats as 
major influences, but he appreciates the preci- 
sion of ballet and draws on Afro-Caribbean 
styles. In his work, turns and jumps lack obvi- 
ous preparations. He likes surprises: “You’ll 
see a lot of movement, and out of that sud- 
denly comes this line.” He draws this last 


word out so that, even though we’re talking on 
the phone, I can almost see him illustrating 
“line” with his hands, like pulling infinite taffy. 

A one-night stand at the Long Center on 
Feb. 18 will mark the company’s first perfor- 
mance in Austin, although many have no 
doubt seen Fagan’s choreography in the musi- 
cal adaptation of The Lion King. He’s bringing 
12 of his 13 full-time, Rochester, N.Y.-based 
dancers, whom he strives to provide with sta- 
ble pay and health insurance. “For some rea- 
son, [it’s often assumed that] as artists, we 
love what we do, then that ought to be 
enough, or the applause of the audiences, 
that ought to be enough. Hell no!” 

So what will these decently paid dancers 
perform in Austin? A program of six works, two 
from the early Eighties and the rest from the 
current decade. (Also, a lecture/demonstra- 
tion and master class are planned for Feb. 

17.) Fagan promises “no swans or princes” 
and offers some juicy details. Part of the 
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music in “Prelude” (1981) is by Max Roach, 
the jazz drummer, who “loved to come and 
see this piece.” The male solo in “Feel/Think” 
(an excerpt from the 2006 Senku) is “not the 
usual anguish and blame game that you get in 
such things” - it’s more complex and eventu- 
ally positive. “Light” (2005), to music by jazz 
violinist Billy Bang, “puts women in a beautiful 
light. ... Nobody’s waiting for no princes here.” 


The concept behind the work that closes 
the program, “Translation Transition” (2002), 
is more cerebral, dealing with the idea that 
only after you translate an experience into 
your own terms can you transition to a new 
one. This is probably the kind of piece you 
have to see in order to begin wrapping your 
mind around it. - Jonelle Seitz

The atrium of the Blanton Museum of 
Art’s Michener Gallery Building was designed 
to make a statement, and until recently that 
statement seemed to be: white! Here was 
this vast open space, with natural light 
streaming in on walls two stories high, and 
they had nothing on them but paint the color 
of a snowman’s back. Since the staircase 
leading to the second-floor collections cuts 
through the atrium, walking up or down gave 
one plenty of time to notice those bare walls 
and the conspicuous absence of art. 

Well, that’s changed as of Jan. 31. The 
atrium is now host to an artwork almost as 
epic as the space itself: 3,100 square feet 
of custom-cast acrylic in various shades of 
blue, laid out in horizontal bands from the 
ground floor almost to the top of the stair- 
case. Titled Stacked Waters, the installation 
is the work of 2005 MacArthur Fellow 
Teresita Fernandez, who was commissioned 
to create it for the Blanton through the 


generosity of museum patrons Jeanne and 
Michael Klein. It plays on the artist’s long- 
standing interests in our relationships with 
the natural world and architecture, how mate- 
rials in a built environment can be manipulat- 
ed to suggest nature, and immersing viewers 
in a piece. Stacked Waters - art fans who 
have made the pilgrimage to Marfa may pick 
up on the title’s tip of the hat to Donald Judd 
- pretty much turns the Blanton’s atrium into 
a huge pool of water, with natural light play- 
ing on the reflective striations of blue and 
white in much the way it does with standing 
water in a pool. Fernandez has also indicated 
that she intends the bands to function as a 
mirror, capturing Blanton visitors as we move 
in and out of “the pool” and creating “a 
changing portrait of Texas light.” A traveling 
exhibition of other recent work by the artist 
will land at the Blanton Nov. 1 for a two- 
month run. For more information, visit 
www.blantonmuseum.org.

RUDE MECHS 

Girls’ clubhouse 

For more than nine years, the Rude 
Mechs have been giving young women the 
gift of self-expression through Grrl Action, 
a program that, through creative writing 
and performance, helps adolescent girls 
discover and develop their artistic voices 
in a safe space. This July, as the program 
marks its first decade, the Rudes will also 
be giving young women a physical space 
of their own in which to make those dis- 
coveries. Adjacent to the Off Center, the 
former warehouse where the theatre collective 
produces original homegrown works such as 
The Method Gun and Lipstick Traces, is another 
warehouse with 1,400 square feet of space 
that will be transformed into a venue that’s 
part theatre, part research and development 
lab, part clubhouse. The Off Shoot, as it’s 
being called, will be fitted with all the equip- 
ment the girls need to create their multidisci- 
plinary projects throughout the calendar year. 

Cap Metro, which you may not know is the 
landlord for the Rudes, expanded their lease 
to include the new property. Metal sign shop 
Hinge Design is creating a new sliding door 
with a Grrl Action logo all made of corrugated 
metal repurposed from the warehouse roof. 
Once you’re inside, architectural designer 
Nicole Blair of Studio 512 takes over, fitting 
out the space for lockers and a dressing 
room for the girls, storage for costumes and 
props, a resource lab with video equipment 
and computers (Rice University is donating 
writing desks), and a library of donated books, 
magazines, and DVDs. The performance area 
will have a lighting grid, a PA system and 


mixer for sound, and a projector for video. 
Ramirez Homes Inc. will serve as contractor. 

Funding for the project got a big boost in 
2007 when Impact Austin awarded the Rudes 
$104,000 to expand Grrl Action from a summer 
workshop to a year-round program. Of that 
amount, $10,000 was dedicated to the creation 
of the Off Shoot. Other funders have since 
jumped on board (the Meadows Foundation, 
Austin Community Foundation, Dollar General 
Corp.), and with a recent $40,000 gift from the 
Laos House - Center for Personal Learning, 
made in honor of its founder and director, 

Robert Bryant, and in memory of chef Charles 
“the Wiz” Smith, the amount raised for the Off 
Shoot renovation sits at $80,000. 

That puts the Off Shoot on track for a 
grand opening this summer. Madge 
Darlington, a Rude Mechs co-producing artis- 
tic director and co-managing program director 
of Grrl Action, estimates that once the space 
is up and running, the program will be able to 
serve 30 to 40 girls a year. That’s a lot of 
new voices being raised in the world, and we 
need every one. For more information, visit 
www.grrlaction.org.

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17th Annual ‘Austin Chronicle’ 
Short Story Contest

Now that the very realness of the recession is upon us, 
it seems like everybody’s cooking up a backup plan, from 
seasonal Internal Revenue Service gigs and massage licenses 
to the teaching trenches of public school. (I sadly appear to 
be suited only to this, and maybe selling fruit by the side 
of the road, although customer service has never been my 
strength.) The number of submissions to our annual short- 
story contest doubled in a year’s time - from 256 to almost 
500 - and I can’t help but wonder if the economy has 
something to do with that. Maybe, for many of the entrants, 
writing is Plan B - albeit, as far as backup plans go, it has 
about the same success rate as banking on the lottery. Or 
maybe it’s the tightening of belts: It’s a lot cheaper to put 
pen to paper than bar hop on a Friday night. But just maybe 
those 250 extra entrants discovered something the other 
250 already knew: that when the writing is going well, there 
is nothing quite like that giddy thrill of creation, of craft. 

And for most of the entrants, that giddy thrill is all the 
reward they’ll get, at least from us: 

Only five stories received prizes at a 
Feb. 11 event at BookPeople. So how 
did we get from 500 to five? Each 
blind submission was read twice and 
scored a 0 to 5 rating by one of our 
workhorse volunteers. I then read 
about 100 of the top vote-getters and narrowed the field 
to 10 finalists, at which point I learned the names of the 
authors and contacted each to congratulate him or her on 
what I count as no mean feat. At this point, I removed myself 
from the decision-making process - it was now up to our 
team of judges: Bonnie Brzozowski, Rebecca Beegle, Doug 
Dorst, and last year’s contest winner, Greg Koehler (who, in 
addition to being a poet and fiction writer, is the possessor 
of a law degree - hell of a backup plan there, Greg). 

The judges and I gathered at Manuel’s last week to have 
a nice long sit-down about the stories. I’ve heard tell of 
judges’ dinners past - boozy, brawling evenings officiated 
by my predecessor, Shawn Badgley (a boozy, brawling sort 
himself). I must have a civilizing effect, because for the 
second year in a row, the judges comported themselves 
beautifully, and all decisions were reached amicably. 

Five of the 10 finalists were dismissed before the appe- 
tizers had cleared the table. Two stories - Jessica Rutland’s 
“We Are So Invisible Together” and Paul Slavin’s “Bandera 
County Driving Lessons” - were admired - but with strong 


reservations - and ultimately pegged as too safe; they were 
awarded our two honorable mention slots. And then there 
were three. The judges agreed that “Speechless” - an early 
favorite - was perhaps the most finely written of the bunch 
(its author, Benjamin Reed, was a finalist last year). Beegle 
admired the Lynchian quality of its final scene, but the plot 

- about a citizenry that suddenly loses its ability to speak 

- didn’t set anyone on fire, and more than one of us noted 
its similarity to Jose Saramago’s book Blindness. 

That left two to jostle for top honors - Burke Nixon’s 
“Fayette” and Perry Tyson Midkiff II’s “May the Passenger 
Pigeon Sing Thee to Thy Rest.” “Fayette,” about a young 
man’s road trip with his grandfather that detours at a county 
fair, is a deceptively slight-seeming story that deepens with 
every read. We all fell for the irascible, trouble-making grand- 
father character (so much so that Dorst wondered if the nar- 
rator was dwarfed in the process). “May the Passenger” was 
the more ambitious piece: Its res-kid narrator must negotiate 
the town bully, a brutalized gay best friend, and his snake- 
farm-running big brother’s exploita- 
tion of their American Indian heri- 
tage. But Brzozowski was put off by 
an overly dense opening paragraph, 
and Koehler, citing some abrupt pas- 
sages, wondered if the story had been 
gutted to meet the 2,500-word limit. 
Dorst kept silent on the story; he had informed me previ- 
ously that he recognized an earlier draft from one of his work- 
shops at St. Edward’s. (After we locked the winners down 
and I revealed the names of the authors, Koehler realized he 
knew Midkiff, as well: small world, eh?) In the end, it was 
“Fayette” which took top honors. It’s a surprising, endearing 
story, full of impish play and eccentric but true-to-life detail. 

Deeply felt thanks go to our judges, who gave their time, 
careful consideration, and corking good dinner conversation. 
Thanks also go to marketing whiz Erin Collier and her first 
lieutenant, Logan Youree, and to our army of first-readers: 
Nora Ankrum, Nick Barbara, Sarah Jean Billeiter, Wayne 
Alan Brenner, John Davidson, Wells Dunbar, Mark Fagan, Liz 
Franklin, Cassidy Frazier, Gerald McLeod, James Renovitch, 
Monica Riese, Josh Rosenblatt, Audra Schroeder, Jordan Smith, 
Meghan Ruth Speakerman, Fred Stanton, R.U. Steinberg, 
Darcie Stevens, Kristine Tofte, Anna Toon, Tim Warden, and 
Richard Whittaker. And, as ever, thanks go to all the struggling 
writers out there who submitted. See you next year. ■

When we turned onto 
Highway 71, my grandfather 
said, “Eighty percent of feel- 
ing good is looking good. 

I should be a motivational 
speaker. What are you doing 
about your nose hairs? You 
need to clip your nose hairs.” 



I said, “I can’t help this.” 

“You can help it. You need a trimmer. Your 
grandmother used to trim my nose hairs 
every morning. ” 

“Your nose hairs are pretty long too. That 
one is curling.” 

“Did you not just hear what I said?” 

“Yes.” 

In a town just before La Grange we stopped 
to get nose hair clippers or tweezers, against 
my protests. There was a very nice gas station 
that also sold scrapbooks and then next to it 
there was a small, run down gas station and 
my grandfather insisted on the latter, thinking 
that the prices would be lower there. When we 
walked into the small store connected to the 
gas station, there was a table of hunting knives 
right inside the door with a sign that said IT’S 
SUMMERTIME YOU GOTTA HAVE A KNIFE. 
It is true that my grandfather later had a knife on 
his person. The knife was purchased from this 
display. He never used the knife at any point. 

While my grandfather was picking out 
the knife, I was looking at a picture of a 
beautiful girl standing next to a horse. This 


glamour-shot was taped to the counter next 
to the cash register and beside it were two 
black and white pictures of men with beards. 
Taped above all these photographs was a note 
that said DO NOT ACCEPT CHECKS FROM 
THESE FELONS. 

My grandfather came to the register with 
the knife and said, “You carry tweezers?” 

The man said, “No sir.” 

“What about nose hair trimmers? They’re 
for my grandson.” 

“We have little scissors.” 

“That’s fine.” 

I said, “That girl wrote a bad check?” 

“She’s running for county fair queen. These 
two wrote bad checks,” the man said. 

“You should move that picture so nobody 
thinks she wrote a bad check,” I said. 

“It’s fine where it is.” 

“Did you hear him? Move that picture,” my 
grandfather said. 

Then my grandfather tore the picture off 
the counter himself and tried to stick it to the 
front of the register, but it fell off. He picked 
it up off the ground and put it in his pocket. 


The man behind the register stared at him. 
Then the man rang up the knife and the little 
scissors. My grandfather paid and neither one 
of them said anything and then we left. 

In the car again, my grandfather pulled out 
the picture of the girl and looked at it while I 
drove. He held it up for me to see. “Nice set 
of wheels,” he said. 

“Yes.” 

“You know what I’m talking about? I’m talk- 
ing about legs.” 

“Yeah.” 

“I used to stare at your grandmother’s legs 
for hours. Your grandmother never had to 
wear panty hose a day in her life.” 

“Yeah.” 

I tried to look over at the picture as often as 
I could, but it was difficult with the highway 
driving. I kept driving onto the grooves in the 
shoulder, which made a disconcerting noise. 

The girl in the picture had hair that put me 
in mind of a certain shampoo commercial that 
I sometimes taped and replayed when I was at 
home. I should also mention that the girl in 
the picture had an unusually large chin. 

“I may introduce you.” 

“You don’t know her.” 

“I’ll get to know her.” 

“I don’t think that’s a good idea.” 

The prospect of this made me short of 
breath. I told my grandfather that the fair 
probably wasn’t even going on at this 
time. He said he saw a billboard that 
said otherwise. He instructed me to 
drive directly to the fair. There were 
signs every few miles that pointed 
the way. 

In the parking lot of the fair my 
grandfather insisted on trimming my 
nose hairs with the little scissors, which 
was a terrible experience. We sat in the car 
and he snipped, getting some of the tiny 
3 hairs on the seats. A few people walked 
by and looked inside the car at us. 

When we got inside the fairgrounds my 
grandfather inquired with a young man who 
was part of the FFA program and he told us 
that the candidates for fair queen were not 
there during the day in any official capacity, 
although they might be walking around. He 
said that the fair queen would be named that 
night and that all the girls who were running 
for queen would be present. My grandfather 
thanked the young man and patted him on 
the head, an inappropriate gesture. The young 
man left quickly, fixing his hair as he went. 

We walked around the grounds looking for 
the girl. We bought funnel cake and various 
other food items and after each purchase my 
grandfather showed the picture of the girl to 
the person who was selling the food. After that 
he began showing her picture to girls at the fair 
he thought might be around her age, though 
he mentioned that the age of a female is hard 
to guess and that he’d been wrong many times 
in the past and that it had cost him a great 
deal. When he asked the various girls if they 
had seen her they all said no. Each time he 


asked I stood a few feet away and pretended 
to be looking for someone and this seemed 
to work because they did not notice me. We 
walked for an hour and we didn’t see the girl 
from the picture and I was secretly relieved. 

My grandfather suggested that we might get 
a better vantage from the Ferris wheel and I 
consented. We had to buy some tickets from a 
booth and then we got in the line, which was 
short, and waited for our turn. Most of the 
other patrons of the Ferris wheel seemed to be 
very young couples. 

We got on the Ferris wheel and lowered the 
bar and began to ride. “I wish you would’ve 
brought my binoculars,” my grandfather said. 
“That was an oversight.” 

“I didn’t know we would need them.” 

“I forgive you.” 

“I don’t need you to forgive me.” 

“That her?” 

“No.” 

I had answered without looking, but then I 
leaned over and saw that it was her, standing 
near a concession stand and wearing a sash.

Given Cover 3’s attempt to go beyond the 
stereotypical mold of sports bars, it’s ironic 
that my visits there bring a couple of cli- 
ches to mind: “Trying to be all things to all 
people results in being nothing to anybody,” 
and, “The sum is less than the parts.” 

I’ll give them plenty of credit for trying, 
though. This new spot in the Village 
Shopping Center across Anderson Lane 
from Northcross Mall aims to be an 
“upscale sports bar.” For those of us who’d 
like our ball games with more than light 
beer and wings, it’s an overdue concept. 
The problem for Cover 3 - the name 
comes from a defensive football scheme - 
is execution. Or at least in certain areas. 

On food, Cover 3 has it covered, with lit- 
tle reason for complaint. We were shocked 
at how the green-chile beef nachos ele- 
vated a classic bar dish to the sublime, 
mostly through adding tender, melt-in-your- 
mouth barbacoa in place of ordinary ground 
beef, further augmented with pepper jack, 
black beans, and avocado. Ditto with the 
Triple, which removed the salsa/guacamo- 
le/queso conundrum by offering all three 
side by side with nice, warm chips. 

Next, the candied walnuts, sliced Fuji 
apples, and crumbled goat cheese topped with 
a raspberry-Dijon vinaigrette made the Cover 
3 Salad surprisingly satisfying in its simplicity. 
My friend’s jumbo North Atlantic scallops, 
in a white-wine-and-goat-cheese sauce with 
applewood-smoked bacon and toasted 


almonds, were cooked to perfection, not the 
least bit rubbery. I came up short on my order, 
however: The Pacific ahi tuna burger just 
ended up being a waste of fine tuna, with the 
flavor of the fish drowned beneath the rest of 
the sandwich, which was accompanied by 
some unremarkable Parmesan-dusted fries. 
Much better was another friend’s chicken- 
fried beef tips, with a green-chile gravy add- 
ing a nice touch of spice. 

So what’s wrong? Mainly, the sports bar 
side of the equation. Good sports bars 
have televisions in every direction, along 
good sight lines that maximize viewing 
comfort. By contrast, the booths and 
tables in Cover 3’s main dining area don’t 
face the dominant television - I watched 
my game with my head turned the entire 
evening, resulting in a stiff neck by night’s 
end. If I looked straight ahead, the only 
TVs in sight were so far away as to be 
useless. And I was shocked by the pathet- 


ic beer selection - if you’re going to whip 
out the fine food and lengthy wine list, 
why skimp on beer? Beyond Fat Tire, the 
tap selections don’t go far beyond the fla- 
vorless and mass-produced (and worse, 
between my first visit and second, the 
Bass Ale spigot was replaced with Miller 
Lite). And if it did improve the beer selec- 
tion, I have little confidence that the staff 
would know how to serve it - Cover 3’s 
staff made much of its “iced Cobra taps,” 
apparently not realizing that excessive 
chilling just ruins the taste of truly quality 
brews. I shudder to think what they’d do 
to a good stout. 

Ultimately, Cover 3 will have to work out 
the kinks in its formula or make up its 
mind what it wants to be. Right now, it’s 
either a fine-dining experience ruined by a 
bunch of bright TVs or a sports bar that 
doesn’t know what it’s doing.

It’s not that I’m just stuck on Washington, though I’m 
obviously a fan of its wines. It is more the fact that 
my goal is always to help readers drink well and drink 
for less, and drinking well for less is an area where 
Washington’s wines truly excel. In fact, this Snoqualmie 
could easily substitute for a Napa Valley wine at twice 
the price - and Snoqualmie is not alone. Washington 
wineries, such as Chateau Ste. Michelle, Columbia 
Crest, Covey Run, Hogue, House, Milbrandt Vineyards, 
and Waterbrook, are all currently producing really 
good to exceptional wines that fit our affordable-price 
profile. The Snoqualmie Syrah is available at Central 
Market and the Spec’s at MoPac and Ben White.

Several like-minded people e-mailed me the link to 
the cover story of last week’s New York Times food 
section, where prominent Big Apple restaurateurs 
Mario Batali, Sirio Maccioni, and Jean-Georges 
Vongerichten were photographed wearing sandwich 
boards promoting the recession-inspired deals at their 
famous restaurants. According to Frank Bruni’s 
piece, high-profile NYC restaurants formerly accus- 
tomed to monthlong waits for reservations and mattre 
d’s who once treated customers as though they were 
lucky to be dining out at all have developed a whole 
new attitude in the current financial climate. It’s true - 
restaurants all over the country are hurting during this 
recession. Bruni’s description of prix fixe bargain 
menus and other incentives felt particularly timely 
because I’m looking at a mailbox full of press releas- 
es and bargain fliers from Austin restaurants all over 
the economic spectrum. Here are some examples: 
Both Hoover’s Cooking locations (2002 Manor Rd., 

479- 5006; 13376 Research #400, 335-0300; 
www.hooverscooking.com) are offering conservative 
menu portions of some of their more popular items 
in the classic “Meat ’n’ Three” format - a smaller 
portion of meat with three somewhat smaller veggie 
sides in the price range of $7.29 to $9.99 - still 
plenty of food by Hoover’s generous standards. In 
response to customer requests, the newest Z’Tejas 
Grill (10525 W. Parmer, 388-7772, www.ztejas.com) 
has a long list of weekday lunch specials under $10 
that can be enjoyed in less than an hour. Sagra 
Enoteca Trattoria (1610 San Antonio, 535-5988, 
www.sagrarestaurant.net) has introduced a new reces- 
sion-friendly weekday lunch menu with a selection of 
panini, salads, and pastas for less than $10 and has 
also added free live jazz on Monday evenings, 7pm 
to closing. Changos Taqueria’s (3023 Guadalupe, 

480- 8226; 3005 S. Lamar, 416-1500; www.changos.com) 
new value meals offer pork or chicken enchilada, 
flauta, or taco plates with rice, beans, and a drink 
for only $6.95. And the south location offers 
unbeatable deals on rotisserie chicken with rice, 
beans, tortillas, and a choice of salsa - a quarter 
for $4.95, a half for $6.95, and a whole chicken 
for $12.95. And in the fine-dining realm, the ele- 
gant Mansion at Judges’ Hill (1900 Rio Grande, 
495-1897, www.judgeshillrestaurant.com) has revamped 
its dinner menu to a small-plate format with everything 
in the $5 to $15 range and some happy hour wine 
prices every day of the week. Join its “Judges’ Jury” 
online for e-mail announcements about menu specials 
and other deals. By no means are these the only bar- 
gains out there right now - be sure to ask about spe- 
cial deals at your favorite local eatery. Austin indepen- 
dent restaurateurs may not be on the street in sand- 
wich boards, but they are eager to welcome you, and 
they do value your business... I dropped by two of the 
fabulous Guess Who’s Coming to Dinner parties 
benefiting Project Transitions last Saturday. The first 
one featured a stellar five-course meal prepared and 
hosted by four gifted members of Austin’s Les Dames 
d’Escoffier chapter: chefs Alma AlcoceMliomas, 
Terry Wilson, Kristine Kittrell, and Denise Woods 
at the historic Josephine House in Clarksville, and 
the other was hosted by Wes and Emily Marshall 
and Boggy Creek Farm owners Carol Ann Sayle 
and Larry Butler in the farmstand, where guests 
dined al fresco on an all-local meal prepared by chef 
Jesse Griffiths. And later at the Champagne and 
dessert reception at Nest, guests were all pleased to 
see a smiling photo of longtime Project Transitions 
supporter Roger Mollett (his Paris-themed dinner 
parties are legendary) in a place of honor.

Spain and the inspiration of 
such cutting-edge Spanish chefs as Ferran Adria, 
Oriol Balaguer, and Paco Torreblanca are a com- 
mon thread in the couple’s conversation. Egil is 
one of the very few Austin chefs creating dishes 
using the scientific culinary wizardry known as 
molecular gastronomy, and while Amy teaches 
classic French baking techniques in the Cordon 
Bleu curriculum at TCA, the eclectic tapas

Pasadena culinary school graduates Faith 
Chan and Josh Matlock had only been dating a 
few months when she announced she was mov- 
ing to Singapore to be closer to her family. “I 
wasn’t about to let her get away, so I told her I 
was coming with her,” Josh remembers. The 
young couple began their fife together with an 
international adventure in the Southeast Asian 
financial metropolis. Their yearlong stay made it 
possible for Faith to be nearer family in both 
Singapore and Hong Kong, Josh got the oppor- 
tunity to immerse himself in Faith’s culture, 
and they began their pastry careers in a cosmo- 
politan city awash with high-profile restaurants. 
While Faith toiled in an Italian pastry shop, 
Josh made desserts in a French fine-dining res- 
taurant. The hours were long, and the market 
was glutted with cheap skilled labor, so salaries 
were low. They moved back to the states in 
2006 and spent more than a year in Eos Angeles 
before settling in Austin in the fall of 2008. 
Their arrival in Austin happened to coincide 
with the renovation and reopening of the his- 


toric Paggi House and the reconceptuafization 
of Cissi’s Market. They landed jobs that made it 
possible for the new kids in town to make their 
mark on the Austin scene almost immediately. 

For a young couple who spends their work 
days making desserts, neither Faith nor Josh 
admits to having much of a sweet tooth. They 
both describe being inspired by the savory 
cooking techniques and visual images created 
by top Asian and American chefs. Their busy 
work schedules don’t leave much time or 
energy for cooking at home these days, but 
Faith says: “If we ever had much time to make 
special food for each other, it would probably 
be meat - beef, duck, or pork. We’re both big 
fans of the pig.” (She reinforces this statement 
by rhapsodizing about memories of her first 
taste of pork sausage at Fuling City Market last 
fall.) In fact, the special romantic menus they 
imagined for each other are based on Shang- 
hai-style comfort foods and are strikingly differ- 
ent from the menus either pastry chef will be 
serving to the public this weekend.

Working at two of Austin’s most successful 
fine-dining restaurants has provided Callie 
and Philip Speer with opportunities few other 
local pastry chefs can claim. Philip spent a 
week cooking in New York City with Uchi 
chef/owner Tyson Cole during an Iron Chef 
challenge on the Food Network, and Callie 
will work alongside parkside chef/owner 
Shawn Cirkiel when he makes his third dinner 
presentation at the James Beard Foundation 
House later this month. Callie, who grew up in 
Austin, and Philip, who moved here as a 
young man, worked their way up the local 
pastry ladder over a period of years. “I knew 
from the time I was 11 or 12 years old that I 
wanted to be a pastry chef just like a family 
friend who made a big impression on me 
when I was a kid,” Philip recalls. He’s been 
lucky enough to get jobs over the years that 
offered him the opportunity to develop skills 
every well-rounded pastry chef needs: daily 
pastry production and management at Cook’s 
Night Out, Quack’s, and Texas French Bread; 
French desserts at Jean-Luc’s French Bistro 
and Aquarelle; sophisticated amenities and 
banquet production of plated desserts at the 
Hotel Icon in Houston; elegant, seasonal 
plated desserts at Starlite and Uchi. A family 
friend gave Callie her first restaurant job at 
Vincent’s on the Lake, and she later pursued a 
path from Cafe Caprice to Jeffrey’s and Cipo- 
lfina to Mars before landing at parkside last 
fall. Chef pal Joe Hanus of the Woodland 
introduced Callie and Philip a few years back; 
they married and started their family in 2008. 

While Philip has the reputation as one of 
the only Austin chefs to utilize cutting-edge 
molecular gastronomy techniques in his des- 
sert presentations (see “Desserts at Uchi” and 
“Sci-Fi 2008,” July 25, 2008), Callie describes 
herself as someone who likes re-creating old 
favorites and updating classics. Her bags of 
doughnut holes with homey apple butter are 
so popular at parkside they’ve earned a per-

AFS Essential Cinema: Children of Abraham/Ibrahim 3 


SXSW, FANTASTIC FEST AND INCENTIVES: 
A HUNKA HUNKA FILMIC LOVE BREWING

Let’s take a look at life in the Middle 
East and North Africa over the past 15 
years as the nightly news likes to portray 
it. Intifadas in Palestine, bombings in 
Israel, war in Iraq, economic upheaval in 
Jordan, political assassinations in 
Lebanon, religious insurgencies in Saudi 
Arabia, American raids all over. Add to 
that the extreme heat, and it’s no wonder 
so many movies coming out of the region 
focus so heavily on the idea of escape. 

Every year the Austin Film Society, as 
part of its ongoing Essential Cinema 
series, sets aside six weeks in February 
and March to present little-seen films from 
this troubled part of the world. Surprisingly, 
for the past two years, Children of 
Abraham/Ibrahim: Films of the 
Middle East & North Africa has 
largely steered clear of movies 
that are overtly political or too 
heavily focused on the violence 
that is constantly threatening 
to break out there. Instead, 
series curator Chale Nafus has 
chosen to focus on the small 
slice-of-life experiences we in 
the U.S. rarely bother to think 
those living in Iraq or Bahrain 
or Jordan actually live through. 

This year, however, Nafus 
and the AFS are tossing cau- 
tion out the window and 
screening films that pit human- 
ity squarely against the tor- 
ments of human history. The 
program kicks off with the 
Austin premiere of director 
Deepa Mehta’s 1998 drama, 

Earth, a story of friendship and 
betrayal set in 1947, the year 
India gained its independence 
from Great Britain and was par- 
titioned into Hindu-dominated India in the 
West and Muslim-dominated Pakistan in 
the East. With this division came enormous 
cultural turmoil and economic chaos, not to 
mention inevitable tribalism and bloodshed. 
Taking as her canvas one of the most enor- 
mous political and cultural shake-ups of 
the century, Mehta glides back and forth 
between the inner world and the outer to 
show the effects great sociopolitical 
moments have on the lives of powerless 
individuals - in this case, an 8-year-old girl 
named Lenny who sees a close friendship 
get swallowed by age-old prejudices and 
the indifferent tide of history. 

Those seismic events of 1947 haunt 
Pakistani mother Ayesha in Khamosh Pan/'; 
Silent Waters. Written and directed by 
Sabiha Sumar and released in 2003, Silent 
Waters is a sobering look at the horrors 
that befall societies when they give in to 


the temptations of fanatical theocracy. Only 
a girl at the time of Pakistan’s establish- 
ment (a girl haunted, in gritty black-and- 
white flashbacks, by the religious purges 
and riots of that time, which sent Sikhs run- 
ning to India and Muslims running to 
Pakistan by the millions), Ayesha is, by the 
time of the events of the film, a middle- 
aged mother living in a small village with 
her teenage son, Saleem, during the 1979 
rise of Gen. Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq, the radi- 
cal Islamic president who incited a new age 
of religious fanaticism in Pakistan. Bored, 
poor, and given to daydreaming, Saleem is 
the perfect target for the bands of zealots 
that stalk the streets of his hometown 
threatening nonbelievers, browbeating shop

owners, terrifying women, and recruiting ... 
always recruiting. A powerful story about 
the battle between ideology and humanity, 
Silent Waters is most fascinating for its por- 
trayal of the thousand and one personal 
and historical pressures - both large and 
minuscule - that can add up to a life of 
zealotry, pressures we here in the West 
would probably be wise to take note of. 

As February turns to March, the series 
turns its attention to the never-ending 
battle for Jerusalem with Close to Home 
( Karov la Bahit), about two 18-year-old 
Israeli girls trying to balance their person- 
al inclinations with the responsibilities of 
military life. If nothing else, Close to 
Home is a testament to the triumph of 
human desire - for sex, for clothing, for 
beauty - in the face of grave geopolitical 
circumstances. The series then takes a 
break from the concerns of a politicized 


Middle East with Bab’Aziz: The Prince Who 
Contemplated His Soul, a curious, confus- 
ing, celebratory fairy-tale fantasia about a 
blind old dervish telling tales of love and 
religion to his young granddaughter as 
they wander the desert. Cut from the 
same cloth as The Canterbury Tales and 
1,001 Nights, only with much more danc- 
ing, Bab’Aziz is a reprieve, a jolt of opti- 
mism in a series bathed in despondency, 
or at least skepticism. 

That reprieve continues (sort of) the fol- 
lowing week with Ali Zaoua: Prince of the 
Streets, a movie about destitute orphans 
in Casablanca who see their friend Ali get 
killed by a rival gang and take it upon 
themselves to bury his body. Like Slumdog 
Millionaire, only without the big 
budget and Oscar nominations, 
Ali Zaoua is a modern-day tale 
of Dickensian privation set 
against the backdrop of a bub- 
bling Islamic metropolis. The 
film’s hero, Kwita, is one of the 
millions of preadolescent vic- 
tims of globalization currently 
prowling the earth looking for 
something resembling meaning 
or perhaps just a warm meal, 
and whenever possible, Kwita 
indulges himself in animated 
dream sequences whose sim- 
plicity and guilelessness belie 
the cynicism of his real life. 
Kwita knows that life isn’t 
worth anything, of course, but 
like so many others in the 
world - like so many others in 
this series - he takes solace in 
fantasy. Whether that fantasy 
comes in the form of cartoon 
imaginings, fairy-tale escapism, 
or religious fanaticism, the 
temptation is always the same: the 
chance to take refuge from a society that 
wasn’t made for you and that is always 
looking for new ways to grind you into 
sand and scatter you to the desert winds. 

The program closes on a somber, if 
hopeful, note with Philippe Aractingi’s 
Under the Bombs, a tale of unconvention- 
al and ultimately impossible friendship 
flowering in the rubble of war-torn 
Southern Lebanon in 2006. Surrounded 
by death and antagonism, a Shiite 
woman and a Christian taxi driver seek 
out their own sense of escape in each 
other. In a long-battered world, fantasy 
doesn’t have to be fantastical; it only 
needs to provide a way out. ■

Is the Texas film scene resuscitating itself? Positive 
signs: State Rep. Dawnna Dukes of Austin has filed 
legislation for a new and improved state film-incentives 
program aimed at drawing Hollywood back to the Lone 
Star State. How could House Bill 873 change the cur- 
rent incentives game? The big answer is flexibility. After 
months of an unofficial goal of increasing the film 
incentive from 5% to 15% of in-state spending, the 
actual legislation leaves that number flexible, with the 
Texas Film Commission setting the bar on a case-by- 
case basis. The bill also lowers the threshold to qualify 
for incentives from $1 million to $250,000. “We want 
to generate new projects and keep those projects from 
Texas in Texas,” says Don Stokes, president of the 
Texas Motion Picture Alliance film lobbying group. “It’s 
vital [that Texas film cast/crews] can make a living in 
Texas.” Stokes and others say a handful of network 
television pilots are eyeing Texas for the coming sea- 
son, and early action may turn the tide. 

Meanwhile, the South by Southwest Film Festival 
(March 13-21) is showing a lot of Texas love this year, 
including the world premieres of Tim McCanlies’ The 
Two Bobs, about a pair of video-game legends whose 
latest game is stolen; Kevin Triplett’s long-awaited 
documentary of the late musician Blaze Foley; and 
Karen Skloss’ Sunshine, about two generations of sin- 
gle mothers. On the panel side, John Pierson will mod- 
erate a discussion with indie distribution sage Bob 
Berney ( The Passion of the Christ, My Big Fat Greek 
Wedding), the Chronicle’s own Marjorie Baumgarten is 
part of a panel that will examine the shrinking film criti- 
cism marketplace, and Jeffrey Tambor is back with 
more profound (and hilarious) advice for actors. Oh, 
and another esteemed Austin festival, Fantastic Fest, 
is pushing its way in the SXSW door with a series of 
special midnight screenings of the sci-fi/horror tilt that 
has made Fantastic Fest a force to be reckoned with. 

AND THE REST... 

Billy Bob Thornton may be from Arkansas, but he 
plays Texans on film (Friday Night Lights, The Alamo), 
hence his induction into the Texas Film Hall of Fame 
on March 12; Dennis Quaid will do the inducting. 
Thornton joins previously announced inductees 
Powers Boothe, who will be introduced by Keith 
Carradine, and Catherine Hardwicke, who will 
receive her award from John Cusack... Bigfoot film 
The Wild Man of the Navidad from Duane Graves and 
Justin Meeks premieres this week on IFC’s Festival 
Direct. You’ll find it in the IFC in Theaters section of 
the movies on demand/pay-per-view area on Time 
Warner... McCallum High School students are shoot- 
ing a dramatic TV pilot featuring a fictional family with 
kids attending the school’s very real Fine Arts Academy 
and lots of local actors. Teacher Ken Rogers wrote 
the script, and 14-year-old Zach Aguilar is directing.

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Got Philosophy? 

AFS Documentary Tour presents 'Examined Life’ byanne s. lewis 


For those who’ve gone a few rounds with 
capital “P” Philosophy at some point in life or 
a liberal arts education - or wish they had - 
Astra Taylor’s Examined Life is for them. If, on 
the other hand - Plato, schmato - you’re con- 
tentedly living the unexamined life and your 
pulse doesn’t quicken at the mention of post- 
structuralism or Jacques Derrida, well, you 
just might learn something here. In this highly 
quirky, thoughtfully constructed, and beauti- 
fully shot film, Taylor ( Zizek !, 2005) takes us 
along for eight journeys by either foot, car, 
or canoe with as many philosophers as each 
expounds upon some strand of philosophical 
thought, with a nexus to “ethics,” or what 
Taylor describes as the search for meaning and 
our responsibilities to others in a world that’s 
broken and rife with injustice and suffering. 

Obviously, a doc pitched to a general audi- 
ence with this conceit could easily take a tum- 
ble down the proverbial slippery slope. We’re 
introduced to the philosophers by name only, 
which can be a bit befuddling if they’re not 
familiar to you, and depending upon their rhe- 
torical or expository skills, sometimes they’re 
off the screen before you’ve wrapped your mind 
around what it was they were actually talking 
about. Maybe it was just me, but I’ll admit that 
during a few of the less “accessible” segments 
- including Cornel West’s - 1 experienced a bit 
of a flashback to the old college days, trying 
to make sense of a lecture when I hadn’t done 
the reading. In our interview, Taylor described 
her conversation with a manic West (he was 
in the back seat of her car as she navigated 
the mean streets of Manhattan) as “centered 
on the theme of truth, though it veered wildly, 
touching on everything from intellectual enjoy- 


ment to jazz music. Ultimately his comments 
on catastrophe are perhaps the most central to 
the film.” (So it wasn’t just me.) 

On the other hand, some segments - such 
as the one where we’re being rowed around 
a Central Park pond by Michael Hardt as 
he muses about the history of political phi- 
losophy and the struggle to find a workable 
concept of democracy - are wonderful and 
enlightening. Hardt recalls the time, in his 20s 
during the Reagan era, when he and his fel- 
low political “radicals” believed that the only 
way to study revolution was to actually go to 
Central America and participate in, or at least 
observe, Nicaragua’s and El Salvador’s revolu- 
tions. When they got down there, they were 
told by their El Salvadoran comrades-in-arms 
that really the best use of their time would be 
for them to go back home and make revolu- 
tion there. It was simple, nothing to it, they 
were told: You go into the mountains, start 
your own armed cells, and make revolution. 
“Somehow, that just did not correspond with 
my reality; it made no sense,” Hardt recalls 
with an ironic chuckle, “and not just the 
practicality of which rifles to take up to the 
mountains - the whole idea was lacking and 
required a real conceptual rethinking.” 

Equally captivating are the segments featur- 
ing Peter Singer, who discusses consumerism 
and the responsibilities the rich have to those 
in the Third World while strolling uncomfort- 
ably through Fifth Avenue’s high-end shopping 
district, and Slavoj Zizek (the Slovenian philos- 
opher and subject of Taylor’s last film) whose 
spiel the filmmaker describes as tackling the 
topic of ecology “with his usual counterintui- 
tive brio, challenging us not only to ‘get rid of 


nature’ - meaning our idealized view of nature 
as harmonious - but to denaturalize ourselves 
- to rid ourselves of our biologically and cul- 
turally ingrained prejudices, to uproot our 
ideological presuppositions.” Got it. And the 
backdrop for Zizek’ s talk is a garbage dump. 

Austin Chronicle: How did you choose the phi- 
losophers you feature in the film? 

Astra Taylor: I picked people based on various 
criteria. The quality of their work was a factor; 
they had to have tried [to be] or be open to 
the idea of addressing an audience beyond 
the academy; they had to be able to speak on 
ethical themes; they 
had to be enthusiastic 
about the project. The 
last one was impor- 
tant. The process of 
filming had to be 
approached with a certain playfulness and 
levity, not as drudgery. At a certain point, I had 
a group that I thought would bounce well off 
each other, and I just went for it. 

AC: What prompt did you give them? Were they 
all asked to answer the same question or just told 
to talk about whatever they wanted to? 

AT: Countless months were spent reading 
everything I could in preparation for shoot- 
ing. Sometimes dozens of questions were pre- 
pared. Sometimes we planned in advance to 
just have a totally spontaneous conversation 
and see where it went. In almost every case, I 
threw out a theme that I thought would work 
well in the context of the larger film. Though 
the conversations always veered off topic, the 
center would be found much later in the edit- 
ing room. Once there, the bigger challenge 


was editing the film so it felt like a journey, 
something with an intellectual and emotional 
trajectory, even though there is no chronologi- 
cal beginning, middle, or end. 

AC: So you must have had some major challenges 
putting this film together. 

AT: The first and major challenge was coming 
up with the proper form for the content. I had a 
bit of development funding for an ensemble or 
anthology-style documentary about philosophy, 
but I was secretly skeptical about the project. 
Would it just be a bunch of talking heads? If so, 
where was the cinematic element? What would 
I show, besides cutting away to their hands or 
maybe using potentially cheesy animations to 
illustrate the abstract concepts? Fortunately, 
I had read Rebecca Solnit’s amazing book 
Wanderlust: A History of Walking, which opens 
with a chapter on the relationship between 
walking and philosophy. . . . There are literally 
dozens of examples of walkers lost in thought 
throughout the history of ideas. 

However, the concept of the philosopher’s 
walk didn’t occur to me as a documentary 
conceit until I was talking to a friend about 
how to help one potential subject loosen up 
for the camera. My friend suggested I interview 
him outside, strolling around, as he thought 
that would have the effect of making this per- 
son less uncomfortable. After all, walking has 
a way of getting the blood flowing while also 
being very calming. A lightbulb went off at that 
moment. As Solnit makes clear, walking kind 
of resolves the mind/body dichotomy. By film- 
ing philosophers walking, I could reveal how 
ideas are always embodied as well as rooted in 
a specific place and time. So the concept for 
the movie expanded from simply a film about 
philosophy to also addressing philosophy’s 
relationship to the world around us. 

Anyway, instead of talking heads, I have 
walking heads. 

AC: Have you found that people with philosophy 
backgrounds get the most from the film? 

AT: That was a question I asked myself quite 
often during the shooting and editing, but it 
doesn’t seem as relevant now as I thought it 
would be. The film’s 
editor and I struggled 
to find the right bal- 
ance on this front, as 
part of my personal 
mandate was to make 
a movie that was comprehensible to anyone will- 
ing to open themselves up to the experience. 

I’ve since shown Examined Life to people 
of all walks of life, including prominent film 
professors and those who claim to know abso- 
lutely nothing about philosophy, and I don’t 
think one group gets any more out of it than 
the other. ... There’s nothing like that first 
stunning encounter with an idea that, while it 
may not be new, is new to you. I hope some 
people experience those sorts of epiphanies 
while watching this movie. And hopefully 
they’ll have a laugh, too! ■

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Welcome to the ‘Dollhouse’

Oh sure, everyone wants to hear the dirt, 
the chisme, the skinny behind Dollhouse, the 
anticipated new drama from one of TV’s 
most respected creators. But after watching 
the first two episodes of Joss Whedon’s first 
network show since Firefly, I’ve found all that 
behind-the-scenes chatter virtually useless. It 
doesn’t explain why the show is good and why 
Dollhouse is so worth watching. 

Whedon is a consummate story- 
teller. The creator behind cult hits 
such as Buffy the Vampire Slayer, 

Firefly (and its 2005 feature film 
spin-off, Serenity), and the recent 
online sensation Dr. Horrible’s 
Sing- Along Blog, Whedon has 
made a career creating worlds that 
cover familiar territory but with a 
fresh perspective. In Buffy, he reconsti- 
tuted vampire lore as well as the trials of ado- 
lescence. In Firefly (and Serenity), he made an 
intriguing brew blending the Western and sci- 
fi genres. In Dr. Horrible, he took the medium 
that ffollywood is still scratching its head over 
- the musical - and made it do his bidding, 
creating a humorous soap opera about a guy 
trying to make his mark in the world - in this 
case, to be the most evil mad scientist that 



In Dollhouse, Whedon creates a world from 
scratch. Well, almost. Some might make com- 
parisons to The Stepford Wives (1975), Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind (2004) , or Memento 
(2000) - films in which memory is identified 
as the root of what makes us human, and the 
loss of it is seen as something highly suspect, 
tragic, or antithetical to the human experience. 

On TY amnesia has long been the go-to 
trope in soaps, while the use of it in 
prime time (especially comedies) is 
as a short-term tangent. Currently 
airing on ABC, Samantha Who? 
is a comedy about a woman who 
tries to make amends when she 
discovers what a horrible person 
she was before a near-fatal head 
injury wiped her memory clean. 

The titular Dollhouse in 
Whedon’s new drama is a deceptively peace- 
ful place where individuals are sent to become 
“actives” - that is, sentient beings who have 
been stripped of their original personalities in 
order to be imprinted with the skills, abilities, 
and personalities of someone else. Affluent 
and powerful clients can custom order actives 
for whatever they need or desire: the perfect 
party girl for a lost weekend; a calming, hemp- 
wearing midwife; or the quarry for an expert 


marksman with a sadistic streak. All it takes 
are a few well-placed electrodes, a special 
chair, and a computer geek (Fran Kranz as 
Topher Brink) who has no qualms about his 
role in this elegant form of human trafficking. 
While Brink’s boss, the officious Adelle Dewitt 
(Olivia Williams), claims, “we help people,” 
Boyd Langton (Harry Lennix), the handler 
assigned to Eliza Dushku’s active named Echo 
isn’t so sure. Langton and Brink debate the eth- 
ics of their work, while outside forces, includ- 
ing an ostracized FBI agent (Tahmoh Penikett 
as Paul Ballard), are obsessed with proving that 
the Dollhouse is not an urban legend. 

Proficient at playing the tough girl, as she did 
so well when she first worked with Whedon on 
Buffy, Dushku delivers that familiar face while 
demonstrating she has the chops to deliver 
more, a good sign for a series with the potential 
for a long range of situations to explore. 

“With a TV show, you get to examine a 
story,” Whedon said in a Feb. 1 TV Week 
article. “In some ways, [it] is the most reward- 
ing kind of storytelling - when you turn some- 
thing over in your palm and look at it again 
and again and find new things to say about it.” 
Whedon’s devotion to good storytelling, his 
humor, and his ability to allow larger issues 
to bloom in seemingly innocuous contexts

are his stock-in-trade as a writer, and they add 
up to the reason why he has attracted such 
devoted followers. Those fans were appalled 
when Dollhouse was relegated to a Friday night 
time slot, ffowever, Whedon is not bothered, 
knowing his fans will find Dollhouse. It’s more 
important to attract new viewers. To that end, 
Whedon is hopeful about the Friday night 
placement: The pressure to be a hit is much 
lower there, and the word is out that Fox will 
let the series run its entire 13 episodes, giving 
it a chance to gain traction. 

Ladies and gentleman, program your 
DVRs, because this is one series you do not 
want to miss. 

Dollhouse premieres Friday at 8pm on Fox.

Ben Kweller reconnects with his Texas roots

“Don’t worry; it’s nothin’ illegal,” laughs 
Ben Kweller immediately as he opens the front 
door of his South Austin home, nodding down 
at the loose herbs of mate floating in his cup. 
Kweller ’s sleepy-eyed grin spreads across his 
boyish cheeks as he takes a sip of his tea. 

In the living room, a pile of pillows crushes 
up against the small drum set of his 2VS-year- 
old son, Dorian. Toys scattered about make the 
modest two-story home disarmingly domestic, 
the antithesis of Kweller ’s former New York 
City apartment. That change of pace is pre- 
cisely what the 27-year-old musician and his 
wife, Liz, sought when they moved to Austin 
last April. 


“We lived in New York for almost nine 
years and loved it,” says Kweller, sitting 
on his back patio, train whistle blowing in 
the distance. “I owe a lot personally to that 
city, because my solo career really started 
there. It was a wonderful place, but when 
you live there and you don’t have any kids, 
you put up with a bunch of bullshit that 
you don’t even notice. You’re blind to the 
hardships of New York City. And then when 
you have a kid, all of a sudden, it smacks 
you in the face, and you’re like: ‘What 
am I doing here? This place is really hard, 
people are mean, and no one’s really into 
helping anybody.’ 


“Also, musically and artistically, I was ready 
for a change,” he continues. “In New York 
there’s a party every night. There’s always 
something happening, and it’s easy to get 
caught up in the scene. I started to get sick of 
that. I wanted to go back to writing songs and 
not giving a shit about what everybody else is 
doing. Austin was always at the top of our list 
for favorite places in America. Since I’m from 
Texas, the thought of coming back here was 
really appealing.” 

Musically, that change is manifested in 
Kweller ’s fourth LI? Changing Horses, which 
finds him cutting steel and Dobro into his char- 
acteristic pop style. Coupled with the move to 
Austin, the album has allowed the Greenville, 
Texas, native to indulge in his rural upbringing, 
but it’s hardly a complete reflection of Kweller 
or the life he’s settled into here. 

“It’s a part of me, that redneck side, the 
fishin’, dippin’ Skoal, being a dumbass,” he 
asserts. “But it’s like the music in that there 
are so many more sides.” 

As his son comes bounding outside through 
the back door, home from day care, it’s easy to 
discern the current driving force in Kweller ’s 
life. The father’s own youthful face lights up 
as his son leaps into his lap, the pair’s equally 
shaggy hair tousled in the afternoon sunlight. 

Kweller seems to have absorbed parent- 
hood with the same laid-back attitude that 
he’s projected throughout his career, and 
balancing family life with the rigors of touring 
is simply the latest turn in his already long- 
winding career. 

Catcher in the Rye 

The small city of Greenville lies some 
50 miles northeast of Dallas, straddling the 
intersection of Highway 69 and 1-30. Kweller 
grew up just shy of the city limits, farms and 
woodlands stretching out beyond. 

His focus was always singularly directed 
toward music, an interest 
he took from his father, 
who’d grown up playing 
drums alongside childhood 
friend and future E Street 
Band guitarist Nils Lofgren. 

Before he was 10, Kweller 
was proficient on piano, 
guitar, and drums and writ- 
ing his own songs. By 15, his band Radish 
had signed a major label deal with Mercury 
Records. That was 1996. 

“I was so young and naive, I didn’t know 
what the fuck was going on,” he marvels. “I 
didn’t know who any of the record company 
people were, all these guys that signed the 
Ramones or Madonna. They were just dudes 
to me. If I had let that get to me, it probably 
would have messed me up. So as a result of 
being young and not really caring what was 
happening, I continued to be my free-spirit- 
ed self. I didn’t know that I wasn’t playing 
the game!” 

Kweller dropped out of high school in favor 
of worldwide touring and an education on the 
road that was altogether different from his life 
in Greenville. With his characteristically easy- 


going style, Kweller absorbed teenage success 
with a mixture of innocent inexperience and 
willful abandon. 

“We got to live our dreams when we were 
having dreams about having a band and not 
going to school,” he enthuses. “That’s the two 
best things in the world, and we had permis- 
sion to do both. I totally lived it up! 

“I actually had a hooker experience when I 
was 16,” Kweller laughs nonchalantly. “I was 
living in the Chelsea Hotel in New York City, 
and I really wanted to get laid, so I was look- 
ing in the back of The Village Voice. I’m such a 
researcher, so I started talking to all these dif- 
ferent pimps. Finally this girl showed up, and 
she was from Russia or something, and paper 
skinny. It was about 4am, and she shows up 
and goes: ‘Okay, where’s the money? You’re 
the last one of the night.’ That’s the worst 
thing to tell your client! And she had the smell 
of cheap perfume over sex, so I couldn’t even 
get it up. 

“It was such a Holden Caulfield kind 
of moment.” 

By the time he was 19, Radish had run its 
course, releasing one perfunctory full-length 
on Mercury, 1997’s Restraining Bolt. As his 
friends in Texas departed for college, Kweller 
moved to Connecticut to close the long- 
distance relationship with Liz, and the two 
eventually moved to Brooklyn. 

The New York music scene in 2000 was 
just beginning to congeal, and though Kweller 
gained attention alongside groups like the 
Strokes and the Moldy Peaches, his solo work 
fit with neither the former’s rock polish nor 
the latter’s anti-folk. His shows became one- 
man DIY spectacles, the stage loaded with toy 
keyboards to accompany his acoustic guitar, 
harmonica hanging around his neck, and a 
glitter-painted piece of cardboard proclaiming 
“BK” behind him. 

His demo, Freak Out, It’s Ben Kweller, 
caught the attention of 
the Lemonheads’ Evan 
Dando and eventually Jeff 
Tweedy, both of whom 
corralled the young song- 
writer to open tours for 
them. After securing a 
deal with ATO Records, 
Kweller began to emerge 
at the fore of the fleet of young indie artists 
breaking into wider mainstream appeal. 

Like the artist, Kweller’s music casu- 
ally eludes distinct categorization, but the 
Americana-pop of Changing Horses sets his 
sound more in line with fellow songwriters 
who have also grown up in the spotlight, such 
as his friends Conor Oberst and Ryan Adams. 
As opposed to the former’s angst-riddled 
narratives or the latter’s schizophrenic turns, 
Kweller assumes the role of affable innocent in 
the triumvirate. 

“I don’t know if I could define us as a 
group, but we all kind of came together in a 
way,” affirms Kweller. “We definitely all feel 
like we’re in the same boat.”

‘GYPSY ROSE’ 

A song I’ve had lying around for a long 
time. “Gypsy Rosita” was a demo I had [on 
the How Ya Lookin’ Southbound? Come In ... 
EP]. I knew it was going to be about a prosti- 
tute and a guy who loves her. I know this guy, 
a friend of mine who lives in Mexico, and he’s 
in love with this prostitute and goes and vis- 
its her every Monday morning at 9am. So I 
just thought about that, about this guy that 
doesn’t have anything except this woman that 
he puts everything into and thinks that it’s a 
real relationship, but it’s just a money thing. 
Crazy way to start an album. 

‘FIGHT’ 

One of those songs that popped out really 
quickly, a great feeling. “Some days are aces, 
some days are faces, some days are twos 
and threes” might be the best line I’ve ever 
come up with on a mass-appeal level. 

‘BALLAD OF WENDY BAKER’ 

That was written when I was about 16. We 
were in high school, and Wendy, one of my 
good friends, died in a car crash. We were at 
a Chinese restaurant a few days later, and I 
got a fortune cookie that said, “No one loves 
’til it’s gone.” That was my first taste of the 
lesson of the importance of cherishing things 
and living in the moment, and I went home 
and wrote that song for her. I never wanted to 
put it out there though, but it felt like this 
was a good record for it. 

‘SAWDUST MAN’ 

The line “I’m on top of the Greyhound 
station” just came up, and I sang it all 
day. I tried to change it up because 


“Greyhound station” was cool and “on top 
of” didn’t make any sense, but I loved it so 
much, and it felt so good to sing that I just 
made the song about some dude that 
climbs up on the roof of the station and 
waits for his woman. 

‘HOMEWARD BOUND’ 

Willy Mason came on the scene in New 
York and started playing shows with Conor 
and me around New York. One night at the 
Knitting Factory, Willy’s mom and brother got 
up onstage with him and did this song. I 
thought it was an old hymn, a traditional or 
something. So I asked what was that song, 
and she said that it was a song that she and 
her husband wrote back in the Sixties but 
nobody wanted to record it. I told her, “I’m 
going to record that song!” I know Willy want- 
ed to record it at some point too, but I beat 
him to it.

WILLIE NELSON

Willie and the Wheel (Bismeaux) 

These days Willie Nelson will duet with 
anyone who can roll a joint properly or 
promises to patronize his Carl’s Corner. 
The local country icon’s long-awaited 
Western swing collaboration with Austin’s 
Asleep at the Wheel is a different tale 
altogether. Atlantic Records titan Jerry 
Wexler originally hand-selected material 
for a proposed swing album during the 
Red Headed Stranger’s brief tenure on 
the label in the 1970s and then revived 
the idea shortly before his death last 
year. The resulting Willie and the Wheel is 
exactly what one would expect from such 
a musical brain trust: an old-fashioned 
good time with expert instrumentalism. 

If anything, the disc could use more 
dirt under its fingernails, as everything 
comes a bit too easy, especially the 
Bennie Moten instrumental “South” 
and traditional “Oh! You Pretty Woman.” 
Nevertheless, for Nelson this represents 
a return to his early roots with Bud 
Fletcher & the Texans, his crooked vocal 
phrasing countering the Wheel’s rigid 
professionalism perfectly, particularly 
on “Right or Wrong,” while the singer’s 
crooning swagger personifies the subject 
in his duet with Wheel house mistress 
Elizabeth McQueen via “I’m Sittin’ on 
Top of the World.” Of course, there are a 
few selections from the Bob Wills’ hand- 
book (“Bring It on Down to My House,” 
“Corrine Corrina”), but the real draw is 
the Dixieland swing of rambunctious 
kickoff “Hesitation Blues” and the dusty 
sway of “Fan It,” as confident and casual 
as a Saturday night at the Broken Spoke.

NAKIA 

Water to Wine 

The debut full-length 
from Nakia proves 
the Appalachian-born 
belter one of Austin’s

ers. Booming, deeply

Half of 
Water to Wine is written by Michael Fracasso, 
who also adds backup vocals, keyboards, and 
acoustic guitar; the poignant anti-prejudice 
anthem “There Goes the Neighborhood” hits 
all the right notes, “Elizabeth Lee” adds a 
dose of dirty Delta blues, and “Choose Your 
Poison” spikes a dash of New Orleans piano 
boogie. Nakia’s own writing whistles “On the 
Bus,” which rings true to anyone who hops on 
the Cap Metro every morning.

Last Exit to Happyland 
(Rootball) 

Gurf Morlix’s fifth 
recording fits neatly 
on the shelf with his 
others, Last Exit to 
Happyland akin to 
journeying into the 
past and rediscovering all that made you 
you. Still best known as the sideman’s side- 
man, Morlix’s repute as a producer remains 
equally stellar (Lucinda Williams, Ray Wylie 
Hubbard), meaning Happyland sounds hap- 
pily lived in. The guitarist is at ease enough 
with his songwriting to pay tribute to his run- 
ning buddy Blaze Foley on “Music You Mighta 
Made” and Ian McLagan’s late wife, Kim, on 
the ethereal “Voice of Midnight.” He also has 
the good sense to burnish his tangy, creek- 
bed vox with help from local songbirds Ruthie 
Foster (“Drums From New Orleans”), Barbara 
K (“Music You Mighta Made”), and Patty 
Griffin (“She’s a River,” “I Got Nothin’,” “Voice 
of Midnight”). With Last Exit, Morlix bought a 
ticket to stay waist-deep in his beloved muddy.

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RUTHIE FOSTER 

The Truth According 
to Ruthie Foster (Blue 
Corn Music) 

Hosannas heaped 
on Ruthie Foster’s mag- 
nificent vocals are well- 
earned, which explains 
why the local cottage 
industry seems in no hurry to be pigeonholed 
as a singer-songwriter. Foster owes a good deal 
of her country blues goodness to her accom- 
panying musicians - including Robben Ford, 
Larry Fulcher, and Memphis vets Jim Dickinson, 
Wayne Jackson, and Charles Hodges - so the 
Southern soul bar is high. She certainly comes 
on soulful with her own “Stone Love” and “Joy 
on the Other Side,” while indelibly marking 
Patty Griffin’s “When It Don’t Come Easy.” 
Better yet is the smooth rendition of Joe Simon 
nugget “(You Keep Me) Hangin’ On,” the great 
O.V. Wright’s silky “Nickel and a Nail,” and 
chunky Memphis soul in “Dues Paid in Full.” 

Yet this sum isn’t as great as Truth's parts, 
perhaps because Foster doesn’t serve enough 
of the satisfying Americana her audience has 
become accustomed to. Scrap the reggae, 
Ruthie, and go for the gospel gold. 

PAT GREEN 

What I’m For (BNA) 

It’s still a rude shock 
to see Pat Green, who 
started out independent 
and Texas proud, fully 
absorbed by Nashville. On 
What I’m For, the country 
rocker’s eighth disc, Green landed producer 
Dann Huff (Rascal Flatts, Keith Urban, Carrie 
Underwood), no doubt hoping for some plati- 
num magic. Unlike Cannonball, his last album, 
Green wrote or co-wrote a majority of the 
material, and even with Huff’s larger-than-life 
production, that’s its downfall. Maturity gets 
apt demonstration with set opener “Footsteps 
of Our Fathers,” which includes the unfortunate 
lyric “I’m the first to say I don’t know what 
I’m doing.” The hard charging “Lucky” and 
“Country Star” are interchangeable, no matter 
their attempts at sly sentiment. Fans might be 
put off by yet another version of the anthemic 
“Carry On,” which has appeared on two of 
Green’s previous studio LPs.

Erickson’s gen- 
tle approach finds its comfort zone in heart- 
felt folk-rock about life (“What Is,” “The Sun 
Is Always Shining”), love (“Now and Forever 
More”), and naturally, the birds and the bees 
(“It Burns My Eyes”). Vocally, Erickson’s tenor 
veers toward his brother’s yawp without as 
much success, yet carries a naivete that has 
its own appeal. Shadows sometimes loom 
long and deep; Sumner unplugged is still look- 
ing for his place in the sun.

POMPEII 

Nothing Happens for a 
Reason (Eyeball) 

Pompeii’s sophomore 
LP opens with the instru- 
mental “Where We’re 
Going, We Don’t Need 
Roads,” which may be true given the quartet’s 
soaring pop ambitions. Like fellow locals AM 
Syndicate and Low Line Caller, Pompeii swirls 
with mellow but anthemic bursts, glistening 
guitars intricately woven with strings. “False 
Alarm” and “What Kind of Future” prove 
impressively textured musically, but Dean 
Stafford’s vocals, pitching forever higher, 
sound flattened in the mix and drip with a 
watered-down emo sensibility. Similar to the 
band’s 2006 debut, Assembly, “The Viking” 
and “Ready/Not Ready” veer toward Death Cab 
for Cutie, both in sound and Stafford’s nasally, 
Gibbard-esque croon, but “Sit and Wait” 
succeeds best behind more tempered vocal 
strains. With most of the songs stretching over 
five minutes, including the seven-minute clos- 
ing title track, the formula frays quickly, despite 
the absorbing instrumental work. Pompeii 
might do better to find a road less worn.

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BOB WILLS & HIS 
TEXAS PLAYBOYS 

The Tiffany Transcriptions 
(Collectors’ Choice Music) 

In 1975, Waylon Jennings 
sang, “Bob Wills is still 
the king.” Digging through 
this 10-CD box set makes 
plain what provoked that sentiment. The 
Kosse, Texas-born Wills (1905-1975) 
didn’t invent Western swing, but he took it 
to places no one could’ve imagined. The 


Tiffany Transcriptions were cut 
for radio syndication, recorded in 
San Francisco 1946-1947, with 
Wills & His Texas Playboys at the 
height of their powers and popu- 
larity. There are official studio 
releases from the time, but the 
Tiffany sessions capture the band 
in its essence - live - revealing 
chain reaction musical spontane- 
ity that’s utterly infectious. Naturally there’s 
Wills’ best known tunes, “Faded Love” and 
“San Antonio Rose,” as well as the Playboys’ 
take on Duke Ellington (“Take the ‘A’ Train” 


positively smokes), Count Basie, Glenn Miller, 
Cole Porter, Nat Cole, and Benny Goodman, 
plus traditional folk and fiddle tunes, blues 
and boogie, show tunes, yodeling from the 
McKinney Sisters, and seemingly improvised 
instrumentals on occasion, all of it jiving 
and jamming like mad. Wills’ ear for talent 
is obvious as the Playboys include such all- 
time great players as steel guitarist Herb 
Remington, guitarist Junior Barnard (whose 
stunning solo on “Fat Boy Rag” influenced 
rock & roll guitar players for decades), man- 
dolin player Tiny Moore, fiddler Joe Holley, 
and, perhaps most importantly, guitarist/ 


arranger Eldon Shamblin. These discs were 
initially available individually on vinyl and then 
CD but have long been out of print. The box 
expands original liner notes with a new histor- 
ical essay by Rich Kienzle and brief, insight- 
ful comments from Austin’s Ray Benson of 
Asleep at the Wheel, Big Sandy and Ashley 
Kingman of the Fly-Rite Boys, and Ranger 
Doug of Riders in the Sky. For fans of those 
acts and like-minded champions of country 
and swing - i.e., the Hot Club of Cowtown 
and Wayne “the Train” Hancock - The Tiffany 
Transcriptions are the Holy Grail.

Trucker Anthems 


The line stretching around the parking 
lot of Waterloo Records looks like the rush 
for South by Southwest wristbands, and as 
Kweller arrives to play in-store, fans inside 
crowd every square inch of space. 

“I live here now!” he exclaims to an 
equally exultant response. From the elevated 
stage, he floats posters into the audience 
and then tosses out T-shirts commemorating 
his 2006 Austin City Limits Music Festival 
performance, which was famously cut short 
by a bloody nose. 

With his beaten acoustic guitar slung 
over his shoulder, Kweller launches into 
songs from the new album. The sweetly 
imperfect grain of his voice matches the 
new roots-oriented style and hearkens 
Gram Parsons, while the doe-eyed young 
girls camped at the front of the stage 
suggest a comparable level of adoration 
directed toward Kweller. 

Though he had been collecting songs for 
a more country-inflected album for years, 
Kweller acknowledges that Changing Horses 
owes much of its sound to his tour man- 
ager and bus driver, Kitt Kitterman, who 
brought his pedal steel and Dobro into the 
mix. Recorded locally at Spoon drummer 
Jim Eno’s Public Hi-Fi 
studio, Horses drifts 
through bluesy ballads 
(“Gypsy Rose”), kick- 
in’ country rockers 
(“Fight”), and keen- 
ing, upbeat piano-pop 
(“Sawdust Man”). 

“People hear pedal 
steel and Dobro, and 
they go, ‘Whoa, yee- 
haw!’ but it’s really 
just a Ben Kweller 
album,” he laughs. 

“Musically I’ve had so many side roads in 
my sound that it’s never been one thing. 
I think that’s because I get bored easily. 
Changing Horses is actually the most consis- 
tent album I’ve done because it’s complete- 
ly unified. The songs are all different stories, 
and they don’t have much to do with each

other, but the sound is all similar. I mean, 
it’s an album that starts with a prostitute 
and ends with a junkie!” 

Kweller clearly revels in playing up his 
redneck roots with the album. On his recent 
performance of “Fight” 
on The Late Show With 
David Letterman, he 
rollicked through the 
trucker anthem clad in 
flannel, camouflage, and 
a backward ball cap. 

“When it comes to 
my music, that’s the one 
thing I’m serious about,” 
he allows. “And keeping 
my family happy. That’s 
the new thing for me the 
past few years.” 

As Kweller pulls his hybrid SUV back 
home into his driveway, Dorian rushes to 
the front door buck naked to greet him with 
a smile. Kweller laughs as he rustles the 
boy’s blond hair. 

“When you’re a kid, you’re just fearless,” he 
says. “It’s just cooler to never grow up.” ■

Changing Horses (ATO) 

Greenville native Ben Kweller has already been through a life- 
time’s worth of phases and stages - teenage rocker, power-pop 
maestro, acoustic balladeer- but his eponymous 2006 album, 
on which he played every instrument, signaled a coming of age. 
Changing Horses, his self-produced fourth LP, isn’t quite the coun- 
try & western crossover most would have you believe, more like 
the dirt road connecting his previous paths. The lonesome waltz of opener “Gypsy Rose” and 
saloon-style whoopin’ in “Fight” feel chapped, comfortable, and confident, while “Old Hat” 
and “Hurtin’ You,” aided by the twang of pedal-steel newcomer Kitt Kitterman, take appropri- 
ate cues from the Byrds’ Sweetheart of the Rodeo. Animated and playful, Kweller affection- 
ately channels both Lennon and McCartney with double-tracked vocals on the lovable ragtime 
bop of “Sawdust Man” (also available as a limited-edition 7-inch through Bloodshot Records), 
then throws in some CB-radio chatter for good measure. Unfortunately, not all of Changing 
Horses is nearly as inspired, particularly the mainstream country pop of “On Her Own” and 
rudimentary “Ballad of Wendy Baker,” but Kweller still lassos up a good time for good of boys.

Stephanie 
Stephens (the 
Mistress) and 
Adam Sultan (Her 
Melodic Cat) have great chemistry live, their 
sexualized push-and-pull recalling The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show in the Weimar Republic. 
On its debut LP, the local pair replicates 
that pleather-clad schadenfreude with 
mixed results. Humor and sarcasm make up 
much of Take That! (“I Hate Cabaret”), but 
when the music’s stripped down so it’s the 
main attraction, it feels a little, well, limp: 
“Shake Your Dance Stick” is a bit schticky 
(sorry), and dance track “Awfully Confusing” 
could’ve benefitted from more band. 
Stephens possesses a wonderful soprano, 
though, showcased on morose piano ballads 
“Grey” and “Down Boy,” and both she and 
Sultan get their Exene Cervenka/John Doe 
fix on the riled up “Johnny Gewurztraminer.” 
Live, such an overall mash-up of styles plays 
into the duo’s love/hate relationship, but on 
disc, pleasure’s more difficult.

Finely muscled and brooding, 
Handbrake recalls Lungfish in places, but the vocals are a 
tad whiny. Brillo would work better all instrumental. ★★ 

DIAGONALS 

Valley of the Cyclops (Monofonus Press) 

Stoned, organ-ground local psych pop with a sense of 
humor. The boys of Diagonals take clowns, wizards, and Neil 
Diamond to task on their debut platter of geek love, and 
while the title track is the centerpiece, slowly unfurling waves 
of reverb, their pop is also well-executed. ★★★ 

RICK REED 

Dreamz/Blue Poiz 

Experimental vet Rick Reed’s latest vinyl fever dream filters 
color and drone, as per usual. Reed’s got a soundtrack mind, 
and both sides convey that, even if they sound pretty much

cleEP end 



The winter chill emitted from the Eastern 
Sea’s eponymous debut makes for a per- 
fect seasonal soundtrack. The five-song 
collection plays out like a series of frozen 
snapshots from Garden State , painted with 
Matthew Hines’ poignant imagery, and a 
bell/whistle ornamentation that suggests 
Sufjan Stevens. Perhaps the only mis- 
step is the jarring guitars on “The Floor,” 
which momentarily interrupts the narrative 
flow. Tourmates This Will Destroy You 
and Lymbyc Systym find common ground 
on their split EP, Field Studies (Magic 
Bullet), produced by the Paper Chase’s 
John Congleton. The former inches toward 
Godspeed You! Black Emperor grandeur in 
the 11-minute “Brutalism & the Worship 
of the Machine,” while the latter ebbs and 
glows through three new largely electronic 


soundscapes, but it would’ve been nice 
if the two groups met halfway on a song 
or two. Magic Bullet also reissued Lymbyc 
Systym’s 2005 breakthrough, Carved by 
Glaciers, with two bonus remixes that find 
Her Space Holiday transforming the glitch 
pop atmospherics of “1000 Arms” into a 
post-rock starburst and the American Analog 
Set stripping and slowing down “Selamat 


Pagi” into a hypnotic lullaby topped by 
Andrew Kenny’s hushed vocals. Relative 
newcomers Wine & Revolution offer six 
gritty garage pop tunes by way of introduc- 
tion on Edward the Magnificent. The local 
quartet bops and weaves in all the right 
places, revisiting the 1960s mod scene on 
“Eager to Sail” and “Coming Attraction,” 
even as catchy standout “Left Up to the 


Sea” tackles the modern romance of Franz 
Ferdinand. La Snacks’ sophomore EP, 
Newfangled, on the other hand, doesn’t 
offer much to chew on, only slack-jawed and 
cynical indie rock led by wordsmith Robert 
Segovia. At their best, the fourpiece rekin- 
dles Brighten the Corners-e ra Pavement but 
with only a fraction of the guitar chops and 
lyrical prowess. -Austin Powell 
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“I take [my baby] to the park ... maybe put it in its stroller or put it in its sling 
or hold it in a blanket,” the 49-year-old “mother” told ABC News reporters in 
January, lovingly describing her playlike infant. She is of the reborn community 
of women whose maternal instincts lead them to mother fake babies as they 
would real ones (which they choose not to have or cannot have). Reborn dolls 
are exquisitely manufactured, selling for $500 and more, and require real baby 
clothes rather than doll suits.

LEAD STORY 

Poetry on the Rise: 1) Twelve local poets 
jumped into the frigid Green Lake in Seattle 
in December, just because they thought it 
would be a good way to publicize their art. 
“It’s not enough to write,” said one. “You 
need that audience.” 2) The Ontario Court of 
Appeal overturned the conviction of Antonio 
Batista in November, declaring that his 
death threat against a Missassauga City 
Council member, in the form of a sonnet on 
long-neglected potholes, was more likely lit- 
erary expression. 3) Jose Gouveia, 45, 
recently published Rubber Side Down, a 
book of poems by bikers about the open 
road (including a 17-syllable “baiku”), some 
from the educationally upscale Highway 
Poets Motorcycle Club of Cambridge, Mass. 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

An Oregon district attorney’s office set 
out two years ago to prosecute David 
Simmons for having sex the year before with 
his girlfriend, then 14, while he was 17. A 
grand jury in Jefferson County refused to 
indict Simmons, but the prosecutor acted 
exactly like the indictment had gone 
through, and no one, not even Simmons, 


noticed the mistake. Only when Simmons 
agreed to plead guilty in exchange for a 
30-day sentence in October 2006 did the 
news finally reach the foreman of the grand 
jury that had “no billed” Simmons, and the 
foreman’s complaint caused the judge to 
dismiss the conviction. However, in 
December 2008, prosecutors in neighboring 
Lane County charged Simmons anew for that 
2005 tryst, claiming that double jeopardy 
does not apply because the Jefferson 
County case never legally happened (in that 
Simmons was never really indicted). 

Hysterectomies by ordinary surgery can 
take hours to perform, several days’ recov- 
ery, and six weeks off from work, largely from 
the trauma of cutting open the abdomen, but 
recent advances in laparoscopy have 
reduced the burdens dramatically because 
the four required incisions are each only 
about one-eighth of an inch long. The 
Chicago Sun-Times reported in December 
that one of the leading practitioners, Dr. 
Richard Demir of South Barrington, III., had 
recently been recognized by Guinness World 
Records for having removed a 7-pound uter- 
us via laparoscopy (by cutting the organ into 
smaller pieces and pulling each out through 
the tiny incisions). 


INEXPLICABLE 

Police in New Britain, Conn., arrested Joel 
Rubin, 42, in January and charged him with 
using a stolen credit card, but unanswered 
was why Rubin also tried to use his own 
store discount card to get a lower price on 
the merchandise. It was Rubin’s name on 
the discount card that tipped off police, and 
it was not immediately clear why Rubin want- 
ed to save a few bucks off a bill that would 
be sent to someone else. 

Secondary Level Questions: 1) In 
December, Pauline McCook of Britain’s Isle 
of Sheppey reported the theft from her front 
yard of her life-sized glass statue of mobster 
Al Capone. It was not reported why McCook 
would have such a statue in the first place. 

2) In Plant City, Fla., in December, Robert 
Thompson and Taurus Morris were charged 
with armed burglary after taking a woman’s 
eggbeater from her at knifepoint. It was not 
reported why they wanted the eggbeater or 
why the victim had to be threatened at knife- 
point to get it. 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

In November, some African-American lead- 
ers in Danville, III., complained when eight 
black players were cut from the Danville High 
School basketball team at once, charging 
that the coach was engaging in racial profil- 
ing by, in the words of a black pastor, “[tak- 
ing] a look at the way the young men wore 
their hair.” The coach pointed out that though 
all the dismissed players are black, so are 
all eight retained players and that two of the 
retained players wore the same style braids 
to which the pastor was referring. 

The December student rioting in Athens, 
Greece (triggered by a police officer’s 
shooting of an unarmed 15-year-old boy), 
was so intensive that the police depart- 
ment quickly ran through its arsenal of tear 
gas and was forced to use supplies that 
were 25 years old. One demonstrator told a 
reporter from London’s The Times that it 
was unfair for police to use canisters that 
old because they contained dangerous 
chemicals that caused rioters to get sick 
and to have trouble breathing. 

It’s Supposed to Be the Other Way Around: 
On the South Boulder (Colo.) Creek Trail in 
January, as a woman was standing beside 
her bicycle, a cow wandered by and tipped 
her over (and then stepped on her legs 
before meandering off). 

LEAST COMPETENT PERSON 

Daniel Petrie, 15 at the time, shot his par- 
ents in October 2007 (killing his mother) 
after they took away his violent Halo 3 video 
game. In January 2009, Judge James Burge 
pronounced Petrie guilty of murder, rejecting 
his lawyers’ claim that Petrie was insane at 
the time because he had confused killing 
cartoon avatars with killing humans. 

However, even though the legal test of insan- 
ity was not met, Burge acknowledged that 
Petrie “had no idea at the time he hatched 
this plot that if he killed his parents, they 
would be dead forever.”

Just Oxtails Soul Food defies any narrow culinary classification 

other than just good eating. The award-winning eatery on Houston’s south side has turned Southern 
cooking into an art form and dining an adventure. 

Each day of the week, owner Ken Washington offers a rotating menu of popular American foods, 
but it’s the oxtails that are more than just part of the name. The articulations are served in thick, 
brown gravy. Each section of bone is about the size of a fist and loaded with tender pieces of 
meat. “First timers say that it tastes as good as steak or better,” Washington proclaims. 

Cultures around the world have different recipes for using oxtails. In Jamaica, it is used in a 
spicy stew with butter beans. In Korea, oxtail is a delicacy called kkori gomtang. Italians call it coda 
alia vaccinara and serve it in trattorias around the country. Traditionally it is cooked in a watery 
sauce with raisins, pine nuts, and chocolate. 

All that fly-swishing by the cow produces a powerful muscle that is well marbled and robust in fla- 
vor. Cooking the rich, gelatinous meat takes a while, but the slow cooking produces a tasty broth 
that is ideal for use in a stew, sauce, or gravy. “We call our gravy ‘40-weight gravy,’ because it has 
the thickness of heavy-duty motor oil,” Washington says with a laugh. “It’s never watery.” 

Oxtail used to be a very lowly cut of meat but has become highly prized. Like many other less- 
desirable parts of the cow, it was often sold as offal. "They used to nearly give the tails away,” 
Washington says. “But not anymore.” 

Washington says the price for the oxtails has more than doubled in the last few years as chefs 
discover the intense flavor hidden in the tailbone. Because oxtails can be hard to find in grocery 
stores, he also sells raw oxtails to local cooks. 

Mastering the art of cooking the oxtails took Washington several years of experimenting. “One of 
the nice things about the oxtail is that it can be cooked many different ways,” he says. After a stint 
in the military, Washington started a catering business in 1996. That led to opening the restaurant 
with his wife, Carrie, in 2002. 

The restaurant offers six meats and 10 side dishes served cafeteria style. The choices range 
from smothered pork chops or chicken and dumplings to candied yams, turnip greens, and mashed 
potatoes. The cafe is also known for chitterlings, another Southern specialty. 

Just Oxtails Soul Food is at 4207 Reed, east of TX 288 and south of downtown Houston. Food is 
served from 11am to 9pm. Most dinners with three sides are less than $10, with a large tumbler of 
iced tea.

My all-time favorite story in The Onion had 
this headline: “Stoner Architect Drafts All-Foyer 
Mansion."

as a foyer. This is the sort of 
accomplishment I expect from

Is there any designation more gut-churning for a middle school 
student? Just at that time when you’re feeling the most freakish 


- body starting that awkward shift from child 
to adult, emotions surging into overdrive, 
classmates closing ranks into regimented 
cliques - and you desperately need the sta- 
bility of friends and a familiar environment, 
you’re thrust into a strange new world where 
you don’t know the people, the rules of their 
social order, or if you’ll fit in. You fear you’ll 
be labeled a weirdo, laughed at, ostracized. 

Now imagine you have a very prominent 
Port wine stain birthmark roughly the size of 
Rhode Island on your face and consider how 
that would amp those anxieties about being 
mocked and rejected to, say, the 10th power. 
That gives you a pretty good picture of the 
bundle of nerves that is Wanda Butternut on 
her first day at Cheese Valley Middle School 
and how she feels when her worst fears are 
realized, and she is ridiculed, hooted at, and 
tarred with the nickname “Blotches.” 

Of course, since this occurs in a musical 
for tweens, our heroine manages to work 
through her anxieties about her appearance 

- face up to her face, you could say - and 
win the respect of her peers, all to a batch 
of catchy tunes and peppy dances. Not to 
make this sound like Disney’s Junior High 
School Musical. Wanda's World may look the 
part, with its new-girl-in-school female lead, 
superstar jock male lead, stuck-up female 
who complicates their relationship, and two 
adult faculty members, but its similarities to 
that Mouse House blockbuster are, pardon 
the pun, skin deep. You won’t find that finely 
buffed, corporate mass-appeal sheen in Beth 
Falcone’s songs and Eric H. Weinberger’s 
book. Their tale has a more personal feel, 
as seen in the source of Wanda’s self- 
consciousness and the show’s delightfully 
quirky sense of humor. (Would you believe 
the leads’ big duet is a ballad about lactose 


intolerance?) The creators’ keen feel for the 
casual cruelty of early adolescence, which 
goes hand in hand with kids’ separation into 
status-craving cliques, also adds an edge to 
Wanda’s plight. If you ever spent a minute in 
middle school, you feel her pain. 

That’s especially true when Annie Longley 
takes center stage in this production by the 
Showstoppers, Zach Theatre’s youth troupe. 
The young actress projects a vulnerability 
that makes Wanda’s distress feel genuine 
and immediate. She also radiates an intel- 
ligence and pluck that keep us rooting for 
her, and Longley’s fellow performers make 
a lively pack for her to play off of, appeal- 
ing even when they’re being mean. (Longley 
alternates in the role of Wanda with Sarah 
Nichols.) All that personality, playfulness, 
and connection to the material is a credit to 
director Jaclyn Loewenstein and her produc- 
tion team, as well as Falcone, who came to 
Austin and led workshops on the show. 

Wanda's World was originally produced off- 
Broadway with a cast of adult professionals, 
which would surely add polish to the perfor- 
mances, but it seems a poor trade-off for 
the authenticity that the young artists give 
to the show here. In playing characters their 
own ages, the Showstoppers don’t just bring 
Weinberger and Falcone’s musical close to 
home; they put it right at the kitchen table. 

And when you couple that with a trio of 
suburban white tweens throwing down hip- 
hop (Matthew Moore is like a li’l Eminem), 
a Spanish teacher who’s Irish but loves 
la vida Latina (Amy Nichols hilariously 
unleashing her inner Rita Moreno), and 
a tap-dancing cow (Ian Blake, giving new 
meaning to the term “hoofer”), well, as the 
show’s superjock is fond of saying, what’s 
not to like? - Robert Faires

I find it interesting that, while three characters in The Shadow 
Box are terminally ill, no one dies in this play about death. But 
when you consider that Michael Cristofer never informs us of 
the nature of their afflictions, you might conclude that Cristofer’s 
play is not about death but rather life and the difficult choices 
we all must make, living and soon-to-be-dying, when forced to 
accept the idea that all our lives must eventually end. 


The play won Cristofer a Pulitzer Prize and 
a Tony Award in 1977. The dialogue some- 
times doesn’t seem special - more than a 
few scenes drip and ooze with self-pitying 
melodrama. But he uses plot devices - the 
omniscient interviewer who appears primar- 
ily as a disembodied voice, direct audience 
address, and simultaneous action - that still 
draw interest now, so most certainly they 
must have seemed special 30 years ago. 

Cristofer tells three separate stories 
in the play, but in the North by Northwest 
Theatre Company production, only one of 
them really works. Felicity, an old woman 
both blind and seemingly senile, wants noth- 
ing more than to see her daughter Claire 
before she dies. Her other daughter, Agnes, 
who cares for Felicity, knows that her mother 
will never see Claire again but has kept the 
information from her. Worse, she has active- 
ly promoted Felicity’s delusion by - well, I 
don’t want to give too much away. Suffice it 
to say that when the interviewer tells Agnes 
that Felicity is most likely willing herself to 
live strictly in the hopes of seeing Claire 
again, Agnes must make a choice: Either tell 
the old woman the truth about her beloved 
daughter or continue nurturing her painful 
delusion. Director Kyle Evans was either very 


smart or very lucky (or both) in his casting: 
Anne Putnam totally convinces as the dying 
Felicity, and Miriam Rubin could easily pass 
as Putnam’s daughter. More importantly, 
Rubin quietly and believably makes Agnes’ 
agony palpable. Rubin made me feel her 
pain, and you can’t ask for more from an 
actor than that. 

The other two stories, one about a gay 
writer, cared for by his lover, and his reunion 
with his former wife, and one about a dying 
husband whose wife cannot come to terms 
with the fact of his dying don’t fare as well 
for various reasons. Evans plays most of 
the story about the husband and wife on 
the apron of the stage. Just making a story 
humanly compelling is difficult enough, but 
making one visually compelling is doubly 
difficult when you have your actors acting in 
what amounts to an alley. Add in, variously, 
actors who don’t appear to know their lines, 
deliver their lines in a singsong fashion, or 
don’t have any idea what to do with their 
hands, as well as an out-of-control tempo, 
and you have a lot of show that simply 
doesn’t work. While the production features 
some other effective performances, none 
of them do enough to save Cristofer’s story 
about life and the living of it. - Barry Pineo

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The Miro Quartet has been busy celebrating Felix 
Mendelssohn’s 200th birthday. After a four-month sabbatical, 
during which the ensemble ran a performance seminar at the 


University of Texas on the composer’s quar- 
tets, the Miro is back on its crowded touring 
schedule, traveling across the U.S., Canada, 
and beyond. 

Lucky for us, the Miro continues to call 
Austin home, and as UT’s faculty string quar- 
tet-in-residence, the chamber group took the 
stage of Bates Recital Hall for a concert of 
works that spanned the life and experiences 
of Mendelssohn, the world’s most famous 
composer during his lifetime. 

Written in midcareer, the String Quartet 
in D Major kicked off the evening. The 
members of the Miro attacked each spir- 
ited movement with grace, soaring through 
Mendelssohn’s layers of sound with great 
clarity. It is striking to see how well the play- 
ers know one another as artists, their seam- 
less collaboration the sharpened tools of a 
world-class ensemble. Among the highlights 
were a beautiful andante in the third move- 
ment and the alarmingly fast presto of the 
final movement, which came across crisp 
and flawless. 

The tone changed dramatically for the 
String Quartet in F Minor, the last piece 
Mendelssohn wrote before his death. 
Uneasiness, anxiety, and struggle permeate 
Mendelssohn’s final opus. In introducing the 
piece, cellist Joshua Gindele noted that it 
was composed in a period of deep depres- 
sion following the death of Mendelssohn’s 
beloved sister, Fanny, and that the composer 
was also dealing with a bout of writer’s 
block; in spite of these obstacles, the work 
is deeply emotive and memorable. 

Toward the end of the unsettled first 
movement, Daniel Ching’s soaring first violin 
held a single, aching note high above the 
player’s ominous thematic material. It was 
an awesome moment, one that conjured 
the image of a desperate man clinging to a 


bridge, turbulent waters raging below. The 
piece did offer a fleeting moment of peace 
at the end of the adagio third movement. In 
the last bars, the quartet evoked a tender 
nostalgia as the movement settled into a 
calm major chord, tenderly drawing all sound 
out of Bates Hall. 

For the exciting Octet for String Quartet 
E-Flat Major, written by Mendelssohn at the 
age of 16, the Miro Quartet invited violin- 
ists Sarah Pizzichemi and Kevin Mendoza, 
violist Ben Leatherwood, and cellist Dave 
Campbell to join them. Though the addition 
of guest players tends to disrupt some of 
the alchemy of a finely tuned ensemble, in 
this case the Miro led their guests to a fine 
performance. Balance was strong through- 
out, exemplified with the youthful bounce 
of the opening allegro. The group danced 
through the frenetic, exposed scherzo, a 
Mendelssohn trademark, with great energy, 
such that once the final movement’s furi- 
ous fugue kicked off with Campbell’s 
assured opening flourish, you had to won- 
der if the group would wear itself out. Not 
the case, as after three standing ovations, 
the group offered the scherzo again as a 
worthy encore. 

Did I mention that the guest artists were 
University of Texas students? Indeed, as a 
culmination of the aforementioned seminar, 
the Miro rewarded the top student ensem- 
ble with a chance to perform alongside 
their mentors on stage. This was pedagogy 
at its best - and a pat on the back to those 
who made the quartet’s residency possible. 
The opportunity to perform with the finest 
musicians in your field is among the most 
transformational experiences a student 
can have, one offered by the best of music 
schools. It was an inspired addition to an 
inspiring performance. - Michael Kellerman

From now on I’m sticking to Thai. Food, that is. I’m not entire- 
ly sure if it’s that country’s sodden humidity, Bangkok’s fevered 
dreamscape, the pragmatic Buddhism, or simply their exquisite 


diet of soothing, steaming bowls of Tom Ka 
and hellfire-spicy Panang curry, but some- 
thing over there is continually resulting in 
several of the most exciting martial arts 
movies since Gordon Liu kicked the hinges 
off The 36th Chamber of Shaolin. Chocolate, 
the new stunner from the director of the 
equally hyperkinetic Ong-Bak, covers a lot 
more bases than that Tony Jaa has of late. 
Equal parts sentimental tale of a daugh- 
ter’s love for her ailing mother and one seri- 
ously sustained martial ballet of stunningly 
well-choreographed slam-bam set-pieces, 
this is director Pinkaew’s bid for, perhaps, a 
broader audience than those who only know 
of his work from the Jaa-starring Ong-Bak 
and the lesser Tom Yum Goong. So frenetic 
is the stunt work here that it’s hard to 
imagine anyone involved in the production 
not needing radical spinal surgery on a 
daily basis. And I mean that in the best 
way. Flying fisticuffs of muay thai fury minus 
story equals not a whole lot pretty quickly, 
but Chocolate delivers the goods on both 
counts. So far as I know, this is the only 
film (from anywhere, much less Thailand) to 
feature a young, female protagonist who’s 
not only a whirling, leaping force of nature 
but is also ... autistic. Newcomer 
Vismistananda plays Zen, who, as the film’s 
stateside tagline so eloquently puts it, is “a 
special-needs girl with a special need to 
kick some ass.” The daughter of an exiled 


yakuza (Abe) and a mother (Siriphong) cut 
off from her only source of income when 
feral crime lord No. 8 (Wachirabunjong) 
takes issue with her paterfamilias, Zen and 
mother Zin move out of the big city and con- 
veniently relocate right next door to a Thai 
boxing academy. The preteen Zen, gifted 
with the sort of autism that allows her to 
watch, learn, and master muay thai at an 
astonishing rate, has as her only friend 
chubby teen Moom (Phopwandee). But when 
her mother comes down with cancer and 
Moom discovers a ledger of never-repaid 
financial debts from Zin’s days of being wild, 
Zen takes her particular (and baffling, to her 
nemeses) form of debt collection to the 
streets. Pain and cash flow ensue. At its 
heart, Chocolate is a simple tale of a spe- 
cial girl trying to make her way in a consid- 
erably unspecial world. Vismistananda is 
spectacular, not only as a martial artist but 
as a preternaturally gifted actor who consis- 
tently displays the full gamut of human 
emotion as viewed through the scrim of 
autism. Her sheer screen charisma is 
enough to knock you out, if, perchance, all 
those impossibly high kicks somehow fail. 
Sure, Chocolate is rife with melodrama of 
the purest and occasionally most cloying 
stripe, but where would avenging Thai 
angels-in-the-making be without it? I’m 
guessing not in Hong Kong. - Marc Savlov

ACADEMY AWARD- 
NOMINATED ANIMATED 
SHORTS 2009 D: Various. (NR, 88 min.) 

This is always a fun program, and the 
2009 collection is no different. Or com- 
pletely different ... and that’s the point; it’s 
an annual compendium of animated works 
considered to be among the year’s best. 
This year’s five Oscar nominees, which are 
presented in the first part of the program, 
total barely 40 minutes in length, so the 
program is filled out with an additional five 
cartoons that have gleaned kudos from 
other international awards events. These 
five are presented under the rubric, “Highly 
Commended,” and in most instances the 
title is apt. The only dubious entry among 
this latter bunch is “Varmints” (by Marc 
Craste of England), an ecology parable that 
uses a big-eyed cute animal to posit the 
simpleminded notion that country life is 
good and cities are bad. At 24 minutes 
and at least double the length of every- 
thing else in the program, its inclusion 
seems to be more a time-filler than any- 
thing else. Also adding to the overall length 
are the interstitials between each film that 
present one-sentence quotes from famous 
people about the wonders of short films 
and animation. It’s a lot of superfluous 
preaching to the choir. Anyone who saw 
this summer’s WALL-E will be familiar with 
one of the Oscar nominees, “Presto” (by 
Doug Sweetland of the U.S.), a funny and 
lovingly constructed cartoon about a magi- 
cian and his wily wabbit, which screened 
before the feature film. “Lavatory - 
Lovestory” (by Konstantin Bronzit of 
Russia) and “Oktapodi” (by Julien 
Bocabeille, Frangois-Xavier Chanioux, Olivier 
Delabarre, Thierry Marchand, Quentin 
Marmier, and Emud Mokhberi of France) 
are both classic short works. In “Lavatory” 
a female turnstile operator at a public toi- 
let peers under the stalls for the mysteri- 
ous man who keeps leaving flowers in her 
tip jar. “Oktapodi,” at just a couple minutes 
running time is a colorful burst of stretchy 
octopus tentacles put in service of a little 
chase story. “This Way Up,” (by Alan Smith 
and Adam Foulkes of England) is a maca- 
bre and funny story about the bizarre diffi- 
culties a couple of top-hatted undertakers 
experience while escorting a coffin to its 
grave site.

plished British animators was funded by 
The Animation Show’s producers Mike 
Judge and Don Hertzfeldt. The only Oscar- 
nominated short that failed to capture my 
imagination was “Pieces of Love: Vol. 1” 

(by Kunio Kato of Japan). It tells the story 
of a solitary man building a house of cubes 
from the submerged underwater remnants 
of his old house and life. Of the other films 
in the “Highly Commended” section, 
there’s the delightful “John and Karen” (by 
Matthew Walker of England), which shows 
a make-up session between a courting 
bear and penguin; “Skhizein” (by Jeremy 
Clapin of France), which details the existen- 
tialist plight of a Frenchman who believes 
he’s been knocked nine centimeters off his 
axis by a meteorite; “Hot Dog” (by Bill 
Plympton of the U.S.), one of the well- 
known animator’s prolific Plymptoons; and 
the rather ordinary 2005 nominee “Gopher 
Broke” (by Jeff Fowler of the U.S.). 
Ultimately, the collection allows us to 
judge what’s best, along with the Academy 
members. - Marjorie Baumgarten

HE’S JUST NOT THAT INTO

Love may be a losing game, but it’s 
also - at least according to this “ripped 
from the pages of the self-help book!” 
romantic comedy - a using game, with both 
sexes wheedling and working the other for 
insider info, an extramarital romp, or an 
engagement ring. Adapted by Abby Kohn 
and Marc Silverstein from the bestselling 
book of the same name, He’s Just Not That 
Into You charts a loose constellation of 
Baltimore residents as they date, marry, 
break up, and make up. (Remember The 
Wire’s ethnically diverse, rough-and-tumble 
take on the town? Welcome to the Bizarro 
Baltimore, populated by the White and 


Whining.) Beth (Aniston) and Neil (Affleck) 
seem to have an idyllic setup, save for the 
fact that Neil, a staunch anti-marriagist, 
refuses to propose to Beth; meanwhile the 
marriage of their best friends Ben (Cooper) 
and Janine (Connelly) is buckling under that 
time-honored relationship killer, the home 
renovation. Their real estate agent Conor 
(Connolly) worships Anna (Johansson), a 
free-spirit wannabe singer, but she’s only 
got eyes for married Ben (the sum of their 
blindingly blond coupling is the fluffy good 
looks and mental acuity of two golden 
retrievers humping). And then there’s 
sweet, underappreciated Gigi (Big Love’s 
Goodwin), who approaches the dating 
game as if it were professional sport: She 
may be batting .000, but bless her if she 
doesn’t believe every time she swings she’s 
gonna hit a homer. She makes friends with 
Alex (Long), a restaurateur who pities her 
enough to let her in on some of the secrets 
of the male clan. I don’t use the word “pity” 
lightly, but there’s no way around it: Again 
and again, the film offers up Gigi as the 


sacrificial lamb of single ladydom, there for the 
audience to mock, scorn, and look away from 
in embarrassment. It’s a curious slant to take, 
considering the film’s pedigree - Barrymore’s 
femme-centric Flower Films (Charlie’s Angels) 
produced, and Kwapis previously directed the 
plucky tweener Sisterhood of the Traveling Pants. 
There’s some funny stuff here that doesn’t 
involve degrading its female protagonists, and 
the cast, by and large, is appealing (especially 
the nicely dry Aniston and Goodwin, who has the 
eyes of a mischief-maker). But for every genuine 
moment of relationship insight the script proffers 
(and there are a few nuggets of gold), there are 
another five wincing examples of female delu- 
sion and hysteria. And how come none of these 
women appear to have anything to talk about 
other than how to get a man? These are funny, 
smart, good-looking gals. Forget getting the man; 
work on getting a life. - Kimberley Jones

The juiciest moment in any conspiracy 
movie is the scene in which the hero - 
usually unshaven and wearing wrinkly 
clothes - comes face to face with the 
shadowy figure who knows just how big 
the whole ugly mess really is. We’ll call 
it the “Everyone Is Involved” moment, 
and without it, a conspiracy movie is 
just a study in paranoia, the story of 
one person way out on a limb, shout- 
ing at the heavens. The man behind 
the Everyone Is Involved moment in The 
International is Wilhelm Wexler (Mueller- 
Stahl), a consultant for the International 
Bank of Business and Credit, a lend- 
ing titan that specializes in corruption, 
arms dealing, war profiteering, murder, 
and the employment of pale European 
men in dark suits. Wexler’s audience is 
Louis Salinger (Owen), an Interpol agent 
who’s been investigating IBBC for years 
but keeps running into dead ends and 
dead bodies, no matter which country he 
goes to (because this isn’t just a White 
House operation, like the one in All the 
President's Men, or a joint White House/ 
Army/Justice Department/Dallas Police 
Department/Cuban freedom fighter/ 
Supreme Court operation, like the one in 
JFK). In this conspiracy (helmed by the 
director of Run Lola Run), everyone really 
is involved: governments, multinational 
corporations, military juntas, Hezbollah, 
drug cartels, the Mafia, the Illuminati, 
possibly the Masons and the Elks, and 
on and on and on. This is bittersweet 
music to the ears of Salinger and 
his partner in paranoia, U.S. Attorney 
Eleanor Whitman (Watts), who have 
scoured the earth - from Milan to Berlin, 
from Istanbul to New York - trying to con- 
vince people that the most powerful bank 
in the world is really a criminal organiza- 
tion and get nothing for their troubles but 
shot at and run down by cars. So, we’ve 
got sinister corporations, political assas- 
sinations, chase scenes, poisonings, and 
gunfights: It all sounds like the makings 
of a good movie. But don’t be fooled. 

The International is just passable; it’s 
a clock-puncher that’s almost entirely 
free of suspense or surprise. Its action 
sequences provide just enough thrills 
to pass muster (though I have to say, 
whoever thought to set a shoot-out in 
the rotunda of the New York Guggenheim 
Museum deserves a drink), its hero is 
appropriately indignant and disheveled, 
and its message - about the impos- 
sibility of finding justice in a world run 
by the wealthy - strikes a nice tone of 
indignant resignation. And yet I couldn’t 
help feeling that The International was 
stuck in second gear, like it couldn’t 
decide whether to be fun or meaningful 
and so settled for being neither. Maybe 
it’s hard to build a story around a char- 
acter as emotionally monochromatic as 
Salinger. Or maybe the film’s central con- 
ceit, about the value of controlling debt 
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in a globalized lending economy, just isn’t 
sexy enough to get the blood pumping. Or 
maybe these days, with financial institu- 
tions begging at the White House gate like 
urchins in a Dickens novel, it’s too much 
to ask audiences to believe that banks 
are capable of controlling anything, much 
less everything. - Josh Rosenblatt

Banks, while we’re on the subject); Martin’s 
co-writers, first-timers Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H. Weber (who, I’m guessing, will 
make a tidy career for themselves writing 
movies they deserve to be punished for); 
and MGM studios. And maybe even Blake 
Edwards, depending on how vindictive we’re 
feeling. In Edwards’ defense, when he was 
shooting his classic comedies about the 
bumbling, oblivious Inspector Clouseau in 
the 1960s and ’70s, he probably never 
thought that anyone would bother to remake 
them. Why would he? There’s only so much 
mileage you can get out of a guy falling down 
stairs and speaking in a ridiculous French 
accent before the gag runs dry, and Peter 
Sellers pretty much got it all. Yet here’s 
Martin, falling down stairs and speaking in 
a ridiculous French accent in a sequel to a 
remake no one ever wanted. This time out, 
Clouseau isn’t a lone force of legalistic pom- 
posity but part of a “dream team” of inves- 
tigators from around the world who’ve been 
assigned to track down Tornado, an interna- 
tional superthief who snatched the legendary 
Pink Panther diamond, which Clouseau has 
been losing and retrieving and losing again 
ever since David Niven was the hottest thing 
in Hollywood. As in all the other Pink Panther 
movies, Clouseau is his own odd blend of 
klutzy and sophisticated, constantly fall- 
ing ass-backwards into forensic revelations 
while strenuously maintaining his sense 
of deductive superiority and Gallic haughti- 
ness. Which, again, was funny 40 years 
ago, when Peter Sellers was the guy doing 
all the falling and maintaining, but Martin 
has sucked all the wit out of Clouseau, all 
the carefully considered comic delusion, 
and turned him into a blockheaded clown. 
Watching his overcooked CGI-animated run-in 
with a spinning wooden office globe (a prop 
Sellers used to subtle and brilliant effect in 
1964’s A Shot in the Dark), I kept waiting for 
Martin to fall face-first into a pie, somehow 
losing his pants in the process. A scene 
like that would have fit perfectly in a movie 
so committed to the Hollywood-assembly- 
line-slapstick-and-pottymouth approach to 
comedy - which is an approach I can accept 
if not forgive. What I can’t accept, however, 
is talents such as Reno, Garcia, Tomlin, and 
Molina wasting away in a movie like this. As 
punishment for their complete lack of artistic 
integrity, all four of them should be forced 
to sit in a room for all eternity watching The 
Pink Panther 2 over and over again until their 
souls cry out for the chance to act in some- 
thing meaningful, like the next Mike Myers 
movie.

They’re out to get you. A global consor- 
tium of wealthy, powerful, vested interests, 
allied to various shadow governments and 
unfettered by morals or rule of law, seek- 
ing only to control those among us who 
are ... different. Quick: Name that movie. 
(Or if you’re a conspiracy buff - and these 
days, who isn’t? - name that rogue federal 
agency.) Push, a generically incomprehen- 
sible paranoid action disaster with cyber- 
punk overtones, is like X-Men unhinged, 
minus Professor Xavier’s (or Bryan 
Singer’s) guiding hand. It also sports a 
triple-espresso-and-LSD-laced storyline that 
I’m pretty sure breaks at least one of the 
Geneva Conventions regarding cruel and 
unusual mindfuckery. It’s as if someone 
at the National Security Agency watched 
last year’s equally mystifying Jumper and 
data-mined all the least comprehensible 
bits and then turned them over to some 
twisted spook in psy-ops over at Langely 
with instructions to “blow their minds, 
baby.” Is this a case of twisted genius 
gone awry (director McGuigan did the 
equally puzzling but vastly superior Lucky 
Number Slevin in 2006) or, more likely, a 
misstep in adolescent actor Fanning’s here- 
tofore charmed resume? Whichever, Push 
is riveting in its ability to annoy and bewil- 
der. Fanning plays Cassie, a precocious, 
second-generation mutant kid with the 
ability to see the future and, apparently, 
gain access to the Olsen twins’ wardrobe 
trailer. She’s pursued by Hounsou’s aptly 
named Carver, a sweaty, hoodied, Rolex- 
sporting agent of the “Division,” who rightly 
views her as a threat to his Nazi-initiated 
plans for creating an unbeatable army of 
psychic supersoldiers. Or something. In 
Hong Kong, Cassie joins up with another 
renegade mutant, Nick (Evans, who was 
far more interesting as the Fantastic Four’s 
astonishingly uninteresting Human Torch), 
and the Division’s real quarry, runaway Kira 
(Belle), the only known survivor of Carver’s 
experimental mutant-ability-enhancement 
program. Chaos ensues, but not enough to 
make Push anything more than a possibly 
entertaining timekiller to watch with your 
hippie neighbor who just harvested his 
Bastrop ’shroom crop. If I’m not mistaken 
- and I’m not, because I can see the past 
with my mind, okay? - I saw the original 
version of this same story 28 years ago. It 
was called Scanners, and it blew my mind 
for real.

D: Various. (NR, 94 min., subtitled) 

Only one of the shorts in this program is in 
English - “New Boy” by Steph Green, based on a 
Roddy Doyle short story. The other shorts hail from 
the likes of France, Germany, and Denmark and are 
all subtitled. “Toyland” is both the title of Jochen 
Alexander Freydank’s film and an unfortunate 
euphemism for concentration camps. The short 
also includes a reference to Ionesco’s Rhinoceros, 
which is distracting, since the Holocaust predates 
the play by 15 years. The title of Dorthe Warno 
Hogh’s “The Pig” refers to a cheap painting of a 
swine with a Mona Lisa smile, which is amusing in 
and of itself, and on the whole, the piece is amus- 
ing. Reto Caffi’s Swiss/German co-production “On 
the Line” refers to its subway setting (and also 
the moment at which our protagonist must decide 
if he’ll accept a call to action). The lead, Roeland 
Wiesnekker, has a face that vasci Nates between 
that of a saint and a thug. He’s terrific. Also ter- 
rific: Elizabeth Marre and Olivier Pont’s “Manon on 
the Asphalt.” This one’s unique in that it isn’t a big 
picture stuffed into miniature but, rather, a tone 
poem. No bells and whistles here, just a beautifully 
shot rumination on the fleetingness of our time 
earthbound. It’s one of the shorter films nomi- 
nated, and - to crib from the Dylan song it puts to 
such good use - I was a little bit lonesome when it 
was gone.

Soderbergh’s legacy is his aesthetic daring, and 
his latest - as massive and imperfect as it is - 
just might be his most daring work to date. The 
first half of his epic about Ernesto “Che” Guevara 
focuses on the adventures in Cuba in the mid- 
1950s of the Argentine doctor-turned-revolutionary- 
turned-martyr-turned-god-turned-hipster-icon. ( Part 
Two, released separately, is about Che’s less suc- 
cessful efforts in Bolivia.) Soderbergh ignores typi- 
cal biopic trappings to concentrate on the minu- 
tiae of life during those three years in the jungle. 
The result is an epic in miniature, an anthropolo- 
gist’s look at the thousand and one things one 
does in service of grand ideology - some thrilling, 
most mundane. And though lefty partisans might 
complain that Soderbergh’s film doesn’t show Che 
as the hero they say he was, and drama devotees 
will probably argue that it doesn’t pay enough 
attention to the inner life of the man he must 
have been, in the end Che isn’t really about a hero 
or a man; it’s about the mechanics of guerrilla 
warfare, the day-to-day workings of an insurgency.

Defiance is the true story of the Bielski family, three 
Jewish brothers who, in 1941, escaped into the forest 
of their native Belarus to elude capture by the Nazis, 
set up a small ad hoc village, and ended up saving 
more than 1,200 Jewish lives through daring rescue 
raids and armed resistance. The story, in other words, 
is pure Hollywood gold, full of opportunities for stirring 
speeches, ethical quandaries, lessons about tolerance 
and humanity, and violence against Nazis. Zwick {Glory, 
Blood Diamond) has spent his entire career struggling 
to find the balance between opposing impulses - the 
sentimentalist’s desire for emotional-historical heft and 
the artist’s fascination with conflicted humanity - a 
struggle that’s all over Defiance. Standing in for the 
first impulse is composer James Newton Howard, who 
never met a tender moment he didn’t want to choke 
to death, but representing the second, thankfully, are 
Craig and Schreiber, who are more interested in psy- 
chological ambivalence than unblemished heroism.

A collection of acting 
styles, from the broad to the contained and the exact- 
ing to the unrestrained, creates an unevenness of tone 
and interpretation. Streep plays Sister Aloysius, the 
unwavering principal of the St. Nicholas school, into 
whose dominion comes the new young priest, Father 
Flynn (Hoffman). The ensuing struggle between the 
two over morality and power carries with it all the bag- 
gage of Catholic tradition and hierarchy, as well as the 
period’s secular strife between men and women.

Frost/Nixon is a behind-the-scenes account of the 
momentous interviews with Richard Nixon conducted 
by British TV personality David Frost in 1977, three 
years after the former president had resigned from 
office in disgrace. The film is adapted for the screen 
by Peter Morgan from his play and stars the play’s 
two leads: Langella (who also won a Tony for this 
role) as Nixon and Sheen as Frost. Almost by defini- 
tion, Frost/Nixon is a two-handed work, a psychologi- 
cal boxing match between the two protagonists, and 
Langella and Sheen, the actors, are evenly matched. 
Each man also counts a few coaches and assistants 
in his corner, making the taped interviews seem all 
the more like a prizefight.

Van Sant’s very fine biopic restricts itself to the 
last decade of Harvey Milk’s life, when the semi- 
closeted insurance man living in New York moved to 
San Francisco’s Castro district and embarked upon 
a historic campaign (four, in fact) to become the first 
openly gay man elected to public office. Technically, 
Milk is a knockout, and the film is terrifically acted, 
top to bottom. Still, when the focus of the script (by 
first-timer Dustin Lance Black) turns almost exclu- 
sively to the Proposition 6 fight and Milk’s last days, 
the film loses much of its loose-limbedness. Milk 
is a more conventionally satisfying picture than Van 
Sant’s previous Aughties output, which consisted of 
aggressively experimental films that didn’t always 
work but got under the skin something fierce.

EMPLOYER IDENTIFICATION 
NUMBER FOR MY NEW BUSINESS? 

I’m starting a new business, and when I went to the 
bank to open an account, they asked for my company’s 
employer identification number. What is that, and how 
do I get it? 

An employer identification number (EIN) is 
a nine-digit number assigned by the Internal 
Revenue Service. The IRS uses the EIN to identify 
taxpayers that are required to file various business 
tax returns. 

On a conceptual level, think of an EIN as 
the social security number for your business. In 
the same way that the IRS tracks individual tax 
returns via a social security number, the IRS can 
identify and track tax consequences of a business 
with the EIN. 

EINs are used by employers, sole proprietors, 
corporations, partnerships, nonprofit associations, 
trusts, estates of decedents, government agencies, 
certain individuals, and other business entities. You 
should have only one EIN for the business entity. 
The EIN is used on all items that you send to the 
IRS and Social Security Administration. Check out 
the IRS website for more detailed information on 
which business entities require an EIN (www.irs. 
gov/pub/irs-pdf/pl635.pdf). 

Assuming your business needs an EIN, you can 
apply for it with the IRS online, by telephone, by 
fax, or by mail, depending on how soon you need 
to use the EIN. Go to the IRS website at www.irs.gov 
(keyword “EIN”), and fill out the online application. 
If you complete the application successfully, you 
will receive your EIN immediately, which will allow 
you to save and print your confirmation notice (and 
demonstrate to others, like the bank, that you have 
the EIN). You can also apply by telephone to get 
your EIN (800/829-4933); however, the IRS sug- 
gests that you complete Form SS-4 prior to calling 
so that you will have all the relevant information.

I know you don’t like old Beetles, but I 
own one, and I love it! I work for a federal 
agency where everyone drives brown and 
gray vehicles. When I come out to the 
parking lot, I smile at my little yellow 
flower amid all the potatoes out there and 
greet her: Buttercup! Where was I? Oh 
yes. My question is: Why the heck don’t 
carmakers offer an oil gauge that works 
like a gas gauge and tells you what your 
oil level is? Would that be a handy thing 
to have? Thanks! - Vickie 

RAY: It would be a handy thing to 
have, Vickie. Some cars, in fact, do 
have it. 

TOM: All modem cars warn you 
when your oil pressure is dangerously 
low. But not all of them tell you when 
your oil level is getting low. 

RAY: We do know of a number of 
cars that alert the driver when the 
engine’s oil level is low. We’ve seen it 
on a lot of GM products over the years 
and on a handful of Fords, as far back 
as the late Eighties. All Volkswagens 
now have it, as do BMW and Mercedes 
vehicles.
